4. connect your Amiga's audio 
outputs to a hi-fi through the 
CD/AUX input This will give you 
much better sound reproduction than 
you'd get from a TV or monitor. It's a 
good idea to format yourself a blank 
disk before you start, so you can 
save out your songs as you go, For 
instructions on loading OctaMED, 
see page 1 7. 

Onco OctaMED has loaded, the 
first thing to do is load in ihe demo 
song from Disk 80. Click on the 
FILES button to access the file 
requester, 

A directory listing of the OctaMED 
disk will be loaded and displayed. 
There is a samples directory on this 
disk, but it just contains one sound. 
For now well use the sounds on Disk 
80. Once the drive light has gone 
out, replace ihe OctaMED disk (see 
page 17 for instructions on how to 
make the OctaMED disk) with Disk 
30, and click on DFO: pn the devices 
list on the right of the screen. 
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Click on the Samples directory on 
the left of the screen, Move ih rough 
Ihe Itet of samples by either clicking 
antf dragging the slider bar, or by 
clicking the up and down arrows. 
Find the fHe named Covertune, and 
click on it once. Move up to the top of 
the screen and click the LOAD 
SONG button. 
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You're Just e meua* click away from ttlft bast aH-Found music ptftgrirti ever created ror yotJf Aftll^a. 



The song data will be loaded in, 
tol lowed by Ihe samples il needs 
Once (he song has loaded, click on 
the PLAY SONG BUTTON and crank 
up the volume. The song loops after 
about three and half minutes, so 
press the spacebar to stop it when 
you've had enough. Alternatively, 
dick the STOP button from the PLAY 
panel. By the way, if you notice that 
the drum loop starts to run out of 
time lowards the end, it's because 
the sampJe is saved with a loop. To 
rectify this, move to the Hard Stop 
Break sample, enter the sample edi- 
tor and click ihe LOOP button. Don't 
worry H that sounds a bil complicated 
now. we'll go into more detail later. 

BASIC OPERATION 

Okay, let r s get down to basics. In 
normal operation, OctaMED 4 can 
play back up to four samples at once, 



although a song can use up to 63 
samples in all. Songs are con- 
structed from blocks, which are 
usually 64 lines long with four tracks. 
When youVe created a few blocks, 
you can string them together in any 
order you like, regardless of the 
order in which they were creaied. 

Tracks can be recorded in either 
realtime or step time. Step lime 
recording is when you move ihrough 
the track with the cursor keys, and 
insert notes and commands at the 
relevant points. Realtime recording is 
when you piay a sequence of notes 
'live 1 from the keyboard, as the block 
runs from start to finish- 

Before you get in too deep, have a 
quick play around with the samples. 
All of those on the disk were sam- 



pled to be played back on 
QCUtME&s third octave. When 
OctaMED boots, it's set up to ptey 
octaves ooe and two. 

Press trie F2 key to change this 
to two and three. Now you can use 
the Amiga keyboard to play back the 
samples, as if you were usmg a 
piano or symhesiser keyboard. Take 
a fook at ihe diagram below 10 see 
which keys simulate which notes on 
a piano keyboard. g

When you loaded Ihe demo song, you probably noticed a lot ol conlusing-looking numbers 
and letters in the columns ol each block, These m call commands, and itity give you fa- 
ther control over the playback of each note. Look al the picture below, Reading from left to 
right on the top line. Ihe lusl three number? are Hie line number. This is tallowed by E-3, 
which is IhE note (E) and the number ol Ihe oclave (3). The nert digit indicates which sam- 
ple is being player), In this case number ane. The following two digits are Ihe command 
number. The command DC is the volume command. The Iwo digits alter this are Ihe value 
for Ihe com i 
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In Ihe case) is played, it's played with a vol- 
30. QcteMED uses volume levels Irom 0 to 64. so 3D is about hall of full 
volume. If no volume command is used, the sample is played al lull volume. Volumes are 
specified in decimal, bul mostol Ihe other commands require hexadecimal values. 
Unfarlurialely we don't have room here to go into an explanation of heia decimal. 
Basically, instead ol using base ID like decimal, hexadecimal uses base 1 5. After 9, he* 
goes on io A. B, C, D, E and F. F is followed by 10, 11, 12, 13., .19, 1A, 1B etc. Ask a 
malhs botlin to explain il that makes no sense. 

There's a list ol all the commands in the Commands document on the tfctetff disk. 
Fead this Sor details on the res! of the commands. We'll cover the commands in more 
detail m follow-up tutorials In lulure issues. 



To move through the various 
samples in the song, use the SHIFT 
key along with the left and right arrow 
keys. You'll see the name of the 
&elecied sample change as you 
move Irom one to another. Have a 
prod with each sample, and see if 
you can knock out a little riff or 
rhythm. To try out some ol the other 
samples on the disk, use shift and 
the arrow keys to move to a blank 
sample spot, then click on the FILES 
button. Move up and down through 
the directory listing and click on the 
name of the sample that you wani lo 
load, and then click the LOAD INSTR 
button. You can play back your new 
sample from the keyboard as before. 
To return to the main song editor, 
click the button in the top -right corner 
of the screen marked with four sets 
of horizontal lines, as seen below. 



ALTERING THE SONG 

Instead of clearing the whole song 
and attempting to make a new one 
from scratch, try making, your own 
amendments to the song you've got 
loaded. Follow these steps to put a 
simple bass drum beal on the first 
block in the song. 

1 „ Hold down the shift key and the 
left arrow key together until the first 
instrument (909 kick) appears in the 
instrument box. 

Alternatively, click the INSTR 
button, and Ihe click the butlon as in 
the shot below, which automatically 
takes you straight to the first instru- 
ment. Click on the PLAY bulton to 
return to the main screen-

3. Use just the arrow keys (no shift) 
to move Ihe little red square to the 
top of the track on the far right. 




4. Click on the BLOCK button, and 
locale the CUT button just to the 
right of Ihe letters TRK in the top left 
corner of the screen. Click on this to 
cut what was previously in the cur- 
rent track. 

5. The 909 kick sample plays back at 
its original pitch if you press the key 
corresponding to E octave 3. Press 
the F2 key to switch the Amiga key- 
board to oclsves two and three. Now 
when you press the E key, you 
should get a thumping bass drum 
sound through your hi-fi. 

6. Press the ESCAPE key Of click the 
tiny E button located just beneath the 
main play panel. This will put you into 
Edit mode, so next time you cue a 
sample, it will be written inlo the cur 
rent track, 

7. To put down the basic bass drum 
beat, press the E key, and move 
down to line four by pressing the 
down arrow three times. Press the E 
key once again, followed by anolher 
three presses of the down arrow- 
Continue this until you reach the end 
of the block. 

8. Click on the PLAY button, followed 
by PLAY BLOCK to hear the results. 
If you're happy with it, and don't want 
to make any more changes just yet 
press the ESCAPE key once more, 
or click the E button. This will take 



you out of edit mode, and allow you 
to play back the samples without 
over-writing any of the tracks. 

9. Click PLAY SONG to hear the 
whole song with your exciting new 
bass drum intro! 



NG A NEW 



Now you can have a go at recording 
a whole new block. The first thing to 
do is set up a new blank block. Du 
this by clicking the BLOCK button, 
followed by NEW BLOCK. Use shift 
and the down arrow lo get to your 
new Mock, which will be number 23. 
Lay down a simple beal like you just 
did for the first block. This will act as 
a melronome. Sel Ihe block playing 
by clicking the PLAY BLOCK button 
from the PLAY panel. 
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Select another sample, such as 
Chewy organ 2' tor example. Take 
OciaMED out ol edit mode, move 
ihe little red square across to 
another track, and try out some rifts 
on the keyboard, while the bass 
drum bangs out the simple beat. 

When you find something you 
like, go back into edit mode, and 
play your riff. It will now be recorded 
onto the where you've positioned 
Ihe small red bo*. 

Once the block has looped round 
to the start of your recording, press 
the spacebar to stop it. II there are 
any timing errors, you can go and 
correct I hem in step time, by moving 
through the block with the arrow 
keys : inserting or deleting notes as 
necessary. Use the DELETE key to 
take out any unwanted notes. 

You should now have two tracks 
ol sound. To build this up to four, 
move |he little red box over one of 
the two empty tracks, and repeat the 
recording process with a different 
sample, and do the same (or the 
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2. Use the shift and up and down 
arrow keys to move to block number 
22, which is titled "Echoed vocal". 
This is Ihe first block in the song 
sequence. You II know when you've 
got the right block selected, as the 
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final track. When you've built a whole 
:: 3CK it s n good idea to name it. 
When you're flipping through block 
after block, it can be hard to find 
exactly the one you Ye after, so if you 
give each block a name that 
descnbes what's going on in the 
block, it makes it all a lot clearer, 
Click the mouse In the box jusl lo Ihe 
nght of the free RAM indicator at the 
bottom of the screen (it will read 
something like Mem 250283/ 
101312). 

Type into this box a name for the 
current block, and press return. II you 
press shift and the up and down 
arrows to move (o a new block, you'll 
see the name change. 

Got the idea? By the way, il you 
were to load your song into 
OciaMED 5 and look at the block list, 
> cu d get a hsl of I fie n lock names, 
as well as the numbers. 
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With a new block under your belt, 
you can now add it to the song, for 
now, let's add the block to the start of 
the song. From the PLAY panel 
locate the up and down arrow but- 
tons in the top left comer of the 
screen. These let you move through 
the song, one block at a time. Click 
the top arrow that's capped with a 
horizontal line - this takes you to the 
start ot the song. Click the INS button 
that has the down arrow beside it to 
insen the current black into the 
sequence. To pul more than one 
copy in, jusi click the INS button 
again. To remove a block from the 
list, position the highlight over it, and 





click the DEL button. 

You nrirght want to create a block 
to folkyw on from the one you've just 
created, maybe with the same beat 
and bassline, but with alterations to a 
couple ot the tracks. You don't need 
to re-record the two tracks you want 
to keep. Make a copy of the first 
block, and then amend the bits you 
want. To do this, select NEW BLOCK 
from the BLOCK panel. Then, mak- 
ing sure you have the first block 
currently selected {click PLAY 
BLOCK if you're unsure), click on the 
lower of the two COPY buttons on 
the BLOCK panel (the top line of 
buttons affects the current track, 
while the lower line affects the cur- 
rent block). 

Use shift and the down arrow key 
to move lo your new blank block. 



Now use the BLK: PASTE button to 
paste in a copy of the previous block. 
You can now mess around with it 
and make any changes, without 
affecting the original Add tins new 
block to the song with the INS button 
as described above. 

SAVING A SONG 

At various points in the creation of 
your song, it s a good idea to save it 
out to disk. Gel your blank formatted 
disk that you prepared earlier (if you 
booted from Workbench or a hard 
drive, you can format one now if you 
didn't before). Click on the FILES 
button to access the file requester, 
and wait for any dis* acliv :y to finish. 
Insert your blank disk into the internal 
drive, and click on DFO: in the 
devices list on the right of the screen. 
A directory listing of the blank disk 
will appear on the left of the screen, 
which will just show the trashcan as 
the disk is empty at the moment. 

Click in the FILE slot, type in the 
name of your song and press return. 
Now dick ihe SAVE SONG button. 
This will save out your song (or mod- 
ule as it's also referred to) complete 
with all the samptes that it uses. The 
song on the coverdisk was saved 
without its samples. 

We were able to do this as aN the 
samples it uses are in the same 
directory on ihe disk, and are there- 
fore loaded automatically when you 
load the song. The advantage of this 
is that the song file without the sam- 
ples only takes up 26K, as opposed 
to the 1 71 K taken up by the same 
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Don t fret- it's not hall as complicated as- it looks 

song saved oul wilh ihe samples. 

To switch between saving the 
song with Ihe samples and without, 
click either the MODI ( . INSTR) but- 
ton or the MOD1 (NOlNSTR) r the first 
of which will save with the samples, 
the second withoul. There are also 
two other save formats' MOOO (OLD) 
and ST-MODULE. MODO (OLD) is 
Ihe lormar used by older versions of 
MED, OcfaME£7s forerunner, 
included for backwards compatibility. 
ST- MODULE saves out songs in 
standard Soundtracks r module for- 
mat. This is a valuable option, as it 
gives compatibility with all kinds of 
software. There are a few points to 
bear in mind when using this option, 
such as having to use the more 
approximate secondary tempo. 

In general, you'll probably find it 
best to save out your songs with the 
samples- These can then be played 
independently ot the main OctaMED 
program, via the OctaMED Player 
utility. If the OciaMED Player pro- 
gram is present on the same disk as 
the song file, you can play the song 
Irorn Workbench by double-clicking 
its icon. Alternatively, you can run the 
player from CLI or SHELL with the 
command OCTAMEDP LAYER song- 
name {return}. For ihe CLI method to 
work, OctaMED Player will have to 
be in either the current directory or 
the C directory.

Commodore UK have exclusively revealed to CU AMIGA that 
they are readying an A1200 CD-ROM drive and a new 

A40QO tower system, 

Commodore UK boss David Pleasance told CU 
AMIGA that they have Ihe CD-ROM drive ready 
to ship and thai it would be formally 
announced at the Spring European 
Computer Trade Show (April 10-13, 1994). 
He said «hat they are endeavouring to 
achieve a price point that is both suit- 
able and competitive, for the UK. 
Industry insiders speculate that a 
price point ot £199 is likely 
Mr. Pleasance attributed the 
delays in announcing frie drive to 
technical difficulties which pre 
vented them from supporting their 
customers as they would like. 
A1200 owners want a CD-ROM 
drive which gives them compati- 
bility with the advanced CD 32 
i games now appearing But, 
whilst the new CD-ROM drive 
will give them this ability, it will 
1 not have the FMV module 
upgrade facility users may need 
in the luture. 

Commodore teel that this 
omission of the FMV facility places 
them in a no win situation; either 
they continue delaying in the hope 
thai Itieir West Chester based R&D 
teams will find a way ot incorporating 
an FMV upgrade, or ship the drive 
r without this ability. Either way, they will 
be criticised - as it is other magazines 
. r have already attacked them for not ship- 
ping the drive. In fad, one other well known 
Amiga magazine emphatically stated only last 
nonth that Commodore would not ship the CD-

THE AMIGA CD PAST AND PRESENT 

CD-ROM drives on the Amiga have a long and 
chequered history, ranging from pretty dismal fail- 
ures to massive hits. 

The first Amiga CD based product was the 
doomed CDTV. This was essentially a CD32 ol its 
day: take an Amiga, remove the keyboard and disk 
drive and throw in a CD-ROM drive for good mea- 
sure. Unfortunately, a confused marketing plan, 
uncompetitive price and under specified hardware 
ensured the CDTV never gained the popularity it 
deserved. Now the CDTV is practically forgotten, 
although if you shop around you can still find the 
odd one hovering around. 

Following on from the CDTV was the imagina- 
tively named A570. This was a custom CD-ROM 
drive for A500 Plus systems, plugging into the side 
of the A500. Despite a shaky start it was a reason - 
able success, although only after the price had 
come down to under £100. 

The last CD devetopment from Commodore 
was unveiled late last year: the CD32. This was 
similar in concept to the earlier CDTV P but had sev- 
eral major advantages. Whereas the CDTV was 
only equal, if not interior, to its console competitors 
and Utterly the Philips CD-i system, Commodore's 
latest development is technically superior to any- 
thing Sega and Nintendo have, whilst also being 
very competitive on price, The result is that the 
CD32 fs now rapidly gaining acceptance as one of the most popular games consoles available and 
has almost certainly established Commodore as a major player in the CD-ROM market of the future. 




AMIGA TOWERS AHEAD! 

Commodore also revealed at ECTS their new A4000 lower system - the A4000T. The new system wilt 
feature an S8040 processor running at 25MHz, 2Mb of CHIP RAM, 4Mb Ol FAST RAM. five Zorrow 
II III expansion slots, iwo video slols, and four PC/AT slots. The new Amiga will also have both IDE 
and 16-bil SCSI-2 hard drive interfaces There will also be live externally accessible dnve bays lor 
holding hard drives, tape streamers and other SCSI devices.

GVP ACCELERATOR 
GETS COMPETITION 




A new accelerator has been launched that directly 
competes with GVP s, CU AMIGA Top Rated, 
A1230-H. The Blizzard A 1230 II Turbo Board offers 
similar specification to GVP'S A1230-II and like 
GVP's board it is available in a variety of configura- 
tions, including 40 or 50MHz processor speed, with 
or without MMU and maths co-processor. 

Similar to GVP's card it has two SIMM sockets, 
aflowing RAM to be upgraded to a quoted maximum 
of 64Mb (although this depends upon the availability 
of 32Mb SIMMs which are, as yet not available). 
Unlike GVP's expansion however, the Blizzard 
board uses industry standard SIMMs, rather than 
priority (read expensive) modules. The Blizzard also 
has a built-in SCSI- 1 1 port, and an additional feature 
connector which the company claim will be used for 
future expansions.

In the end they can walk 
away with a package tailored to their needs. 

As a necessary addition to ihe ACE concept 
we're also introducing a Commodore Seal Of 
Approval badge to be awarded to peripheral 
manufacturers who come up to scratch. As I 
write we're finalising the trademark registration 
for the seal. In due course I'm sure it will benefit 
the whole Amiga community. 

You may well ask how the involvement of 
professional developers can help you. the 
domestic enthusiast. Well, I believe that the 
adoption of ihe Amiga by creative technology 
users can only lead to more software availability 
and increased public awareness of the brand. 
Good long term news for all of us. 

There are already plenty of takers. Amigas are 
being used in The London Transport Museum for 
point-of -information kiosks and by Dave Stewart 
in his recording studio to name but two. 

In my next column I hope to update you on 
he progress of ACE. For now though I'll have to 
Sign off with a couple of statistics.

-Two reasons. One is that the 
market is obviously moving towards 
CD at a great pace, and the other is 
the advantages the CD media gives 
us are very interesting,/ said Mike 
with a wry smile. 

"Not only from a quality of product 
point of view, bul also a kick the 
pirates in the crotch point of view. 
We have done some figures already 
on product, and ihe re are several 
CD32 products that have sold in the 
20, 000 unit mark, and Microcosm 
was released last week and did 
14,000 units on day one, 

"Now, if you look at the number of 
units Of CD titles being sold, and 
compare that with the number of 
machines in the market, you'll find 
that a very high percentage of 
machine owners are buying games. 
Then look at the Amiga, and see the 
percentage that you sell against the 
amount of machines in the market 
and you can only come out with two 
conclusions. Either only a very low 
percentage of Amiga owners play 
games, or a high percentage of 
Amiga owners play from pirated 
copies. You can draw your own con- 
clusions. The CD media stops most 
of that. It'll never stop the commer 
cial pirate - the man who wants to 
counterfeit your product, but 
because of the economics involved 
in copying a CD product, it'll cut out 
an awful lot ot It. 

"The media is a lot better for us 
on Ihe profit side of things too, as 
well as creating better games. We 
can put a lot more into a game, such 
as the large amounts of audio, we 
can put a soundtrack, graphics - we » 
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can fit huge amounts onto the CD 
My personal belief is that audio is the 
thing to use rt tor. The CD doesnl 
make the machine itseH any more 
capable. It will oniy display the same 
amount ol pixels an the screen, it will 
only display the same amount ot 
colours, the animation won't move 
any faster as it doeenl improve the 
speed of the processor, but whai it 
does give you is an enormous 
amount ol storage space .and the one 
thing that really takes up space is 
digitised audio. So by using that 
space on the CD to hoki and ihen 
playback the compact disc sound, it 
makes an enormous difference to the 
end user, as everyone will see wfien 
they play Simon CO."

That in itself made 
it look quite easy r but the one 
thing that did make the job diffi- 
cult was the exactness required 
ol the script. The emphasis, the 
ve*al inference and the way that 
each sentence was treated was 
much more critical than any 
visual and audio production 
would have been. There wasn't 
a set up lor what the people 
were doing 1 , there wasn't a facial 
expression, there wasn't a body 
action that the actors could give. 
That made it interesting, not 
unlike the work IVb done in dub- 
bing foreign language versions 
of shows I've done." said 
Patrick Kelly of K&A.

Dean Evans 
reports... 




Imagine the future olihe CD 
adventure*.. It's 1997 and 
Anthony Hopkins, Tom Hanks 
and Denzel Washington have all 
be#n nominated for Best Actor in the 
Animated Computer Adventure 
Game category. Sean Connery has 
just won Best Supporting Actor lor 
his captivating performance as Bill in 
Captive 4, while Meg Ryan has 
scooped the Best Actress statuette 
tor her role as the luckless Princess 
Stephanie in the blockbuster game 
Kings Quest 9. 

Maybe this is a louch far fetched 
but with veteran actors like Tim Curry 
and Donald Sutherland now lending 
their voice-over talents to adventure 
games, it's not as fanciful as you 
might think. Okay, Tom Cruise hasn't 
staried pestering Electronic Arts tor 
the script to its next computer game 
(not as far as 1 know anyway) but 
soltware companies are finally begin- 
ning to realise the value ot employing 
big- name actors to add realism to 
their games. 

People have been talking about 
the movie/compuier game crossover 
tor some time, but while the much 
vaunted 'interactive movie' is prov- 
ing to be about as interactive as a 
multiple choice quiz, the CD-based 
talkie 1 adventure is going from 
strength to strength. 

BIG MONEY 

With CD games now costing millions 
ot dollars to develop [The 7th Guest 
on PC was rumoured to have cost 
over $4m), software companies are 
now going to great lengths to sign up 
major acting names. Gone are the 
days when you could get away with 
grabbing Jim from the post room and 
Amanda from the canteen. Now few 
publishers can resist the high-tech 
glamour of using professional voice 
overs, digitised actors and all -sorts of 
movie techniques. It adds much 
needed credibility to a game and if 
youVe cast a well-known star in your 
latest blockbuster AG A, it will proba- 
bly bump up your sales by a couple 
□t thousand to boot.

But what about full motion video?

Christopher Reeves 1 Superman). 






Using the latest chromakey filming 
techniques and high resolution back- 
grounds, Under a Kitting Moon is 
currently state-of-the-art a game 
ihat's proving to be so big it will need 
at least two CDs lor the PC version. 

So, as the ties between the 
games industry and the movie 
industry edge closer and closer 
together, perhaps film studios will 
start shooting footage for computer 
games at the same time they shoot 
ihe-.r movies 7 This has already hap- 
pened with the 3DQ game of 
Sylvester Stallone's Demolition 
Man, and so there's no real reason 
why it can't happen 
again. 

The computer industry 
is going through a period 
of massive growth and 
even the big film studios 
like MCA/Universal, 
MGM and Disney realise 
the potential. Even 
Steven Spielberg is get- 
ting in on the act with a 
CD game called The Dig. 
Where will it all end 7 Will 
Clmt Eastwood want to 
direct a CD3£ version of 
Mad Dog Macree?

John Jones 
Steele and Dave 
Rowe, otherwise 
known as the 
Stellar Genesis 
Agency return with 
part two of their in 
depth diary on the 
making of Space 
Academy. 



Last month we took a first look at 
Space Academy. Ihe CD spe- 
cific game being developed by 
The Stellar Genesis Agency. This 
month we dragged John Jones 
Steele away from his A4000 key- 
board to tell us exactly whai he's up 
to, It s month two, and it's lime to 
get right into the job of completing 
the full design of the game. Once 
that's don© and accepted, the real 
production work can start. 

THE BEGINNINGS 

"The outline called fo r three na n 
areas to the game, building 1 which 
is a modem skyscraper, building 2 
which was unspecified and a final 
spaceship area. Dave's lirsttask 
was to work oul the outline shape of 
the first building, with this done 
a final decision on the number of 
rooms in each level had to be made. 
We knew the size we wanted the 
game to be and that determined the 
level size. 

"To get variation in (he game, we 
decided that we would split the 
design of the levels between us. As 
it turned out, Dave s levels were 
both more interesting and more 
complicated than my designs, for 
example, my designs had only a few 
rnulli-level rooms where Dave's had 
most rooms multi-level, with lots of 
the levels only connecting when you 



have solved lots of puzzles - so in 
the end most of the levels bear his 
artistic slant, The worto for building 1 
alone, took up the best part of two 
weeks, but the end result has cer- 
tainly justified all the effort." 

After the first drawings were 
done, it was time to get out the 
balsa wood and start building mod- 
els of the rooms, as John explains. 
"Once the levels were complete, we 
could then begin adding the doors 
and swiiches. Having the whole 3D 
room available from the models 
means that problems like putting 
switches in places that cannot be 
seen is impossible [unless we 
decide Ihey should be hidden from 
the player!). II is very easy when 
designing only on paper for objects 
to become hidden, but by having the 
3D models, we can see exactly 
where Ihings can be placed so as lo 
be visible from all angles."

Time to cripple the artist, as they 
say in Russia. (Do they?}. 
"We were now in a position to make 
final decisions on some of the con 
siraints that Dave would have to 
work to while producing the artwork, 
sprites and backgrounds. With 256 
colours to work with, we decided to 
allocate 128 colours for sprites and 
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for backgrounds. Each room in 
tie game has Its own character and 
r^e paiette will change for each one. 
Some rooms are part of an office 
environment and have the obliga- 
tory tiling cabinets and video 
terminals, others are part of labora- 
. ■ . complexes and have retorts 
and Bunsen burners on benches, 
"-ere are shopping malls and unlur- 
■J areas. Building 2 is set in an 
ski castle, which has been mod- 
emised in certain areas and has a 
mixture of hi-tech and Mediaeval in 
an anachronistic environment. The 
sc ace -ship is ol an obsolete 
design given to the SpaCG 
Academy to train the 
cadets ready to enter 
the full Space 
Service," 

The use of CD 
makes for a lot of 
variety in the 
graphics, 
something that 
the SGA have 
been happy to 
exploit. 

"As this 
has been 
going on, 
when ihe 
weather per- 
mits, Dave 
has been out 
with h»$ video 
camera looking 
for interesting 
textures for walls 
and floors, rather 
than using the 
usual approach, ie, 




drawing th^m^ which he then grabs 
and inputs into the Amiga with 
Vidi(l2) Amiga as a 1 S colour gray- 
scale. He then maps this into the 
palette for a particular room and 
saves them in his textures library. 
This gives a lot more character to 
the room, and allows for real! si ic 
textures like wooden wall panels, 
parquet tile flooring bare cone rein 
walls, glass panelling or even oare 
rock. 

ROUGHING IT 

"So that I can make a start on the 
programming, we had already 
decided to create all the rooms as 
rough rnockups (see accompanying 
screen shots). This would allow me 
to create all the collision detection 
maps fj rid gel the characters to 
mov© around, without having to wait 
weeks for finished artwork. In our 
discussions with Steve Whittle from 
Mindscape (our producer on this 
project) it also became apparent 
that this would be a huge benefit lor 
the project as a whole. 

"Normally during a game, it is 
only in the very final stages that the 
game testers can really hammer a 
game and find the bugs, but wilh 
this game, as a level is completed 
with all the rough graphics, w£ can 
hand it over to the Quality 
Assurance department and get early 
leedback. Once passed, the finished 
artwork can be slotted in without 
effecting the gameplay at all. 

This also applies to the character 
sprites, the initial version of the 
game has all the characters 1 ice- 
skating 1 across the screen (Dave 




has produced versions 
of the main characters 
facing in the 8 directions 
required but without 
the walking ani- 
mations, hence 
the sliding look 
as the initral 
work round), 
but as the ani- 
mations 
appear, the 
game takes on 
more of a tin 
ished look." 

As with all games, the pre- 
sentation is very important, and 
SGA have started considering that 
already. 

*Dave has also produced the title 
sequence storyboard. The opening 
sequence shows ihe Space 
Academy building, this pans out to 
leave the building on the sky-line 
with the monorail heading out to the 
nearby city. The reason for your 
characters leaving the Space 
Academy and heading for the city m 
the intra sequence will be given in 
the documentation which will be 
given away with the CD. This will be 
a fully rendered 3D animation, as 
will the various outro sequences. 
We are currently using fmagtne to 
do the modelling, but will shortly be 
changing over to Light Wave to pro- 
duce the final product This will tie 
up the 4000' s we have every night 
until the game is released at the end 
of the year. Once we have the wire- 
frame version running, we can then 
liaise with the Mindscape music 
department to get the style of music 



we require. 

For the full story- board, see the 
accompanying pictures, We also 
need to produce various the 'outro' 
sequences for the different end- 
game sequences. 

To find out what these are like, 
you will have to wait until the game 
is released and play it (We can t 
give everything away)." 

Next month we'll tread on the 
toes of the strapping lads in Wales, 
and delay the project by another few 
hours as we get into the nitty gritty 
of production. See you thenl^J)

fiction, drama, and action. These 
CD films are all finished titles, and 
are available now in PAL format. 

Video CDs come in normal size 
CD jewel cases, but are actually 
double albums, ie they contain two 
CDs, The reason tor this is that 
each Video CD can only hold 72 
minutes of film and sound .while the 
average length of a film is over 110 
minutes - hence two CDs. And 
before anyone raises questions 
about it being inconvenient having 
two CDs, I'll point out thai 
LaserDiscs (the numero uno format 
for home film buffs) have been 
using two discs tor a long time and 
it has proved a popular system. 

We studied the films on a state - 
of -the -art 2T Sony S29 TV with a 
Dennon AVC 3200 Pro Logic ampli 
tier This allowed us to try out the 
sound and test the picture quality. 

The various films were all simi- 
lar, with good colour quality and 
stable- picture reception. There 
weren't any of the tracking prob- 
lems, saturated colour or noise 
often associated with videos. 

One problem, however, was that 
in moments of intense activity on 
screen some of the tine detail of the 
picture was losl and the squares 
that make up the signal became vis- 
ible. This happened in Black Rain. 
With MPEG encoding process ihis 
loss of piclure quality is normally 
counteracted by softening the pic- 
ture and taking the edge off the 
squares, making them less 
visible. However, the little squares 
were was still there in some places 
in parts of Black Rain.

Toby Simpson has spent the 
last six months developing a 
game that can only really be 
described as bigger and better than 
Ihe world's first true CD32 game, 
"It s difficult to describe it as a 
sequel because 1 wouldn't/ begins 
Toby Irom his Millennium office. "I 
would describe it as another game 
that happens to operate in the same 
world as Diggers, A sequel would 
imply a logical progression from |he 
original game, which this isn't, it's a 
completely new storyline." 

WAT OUT MAN 

Diggers had a fairly 'way out there" 
plot. For ihis game, Toby's gone 
even further, creating a complete his- 
tory for |he game environment and 
then selecting this chapter for the 
aciual game. 

if you look ai this game as being 
Ihe present day. then the original 
Diggers game happened about a 120 
years ago, and the business leading 
up to this game started about 2,000 
years ago when Ihe rather peaceful 
scientific, friendly good guys were 
getting attacked quite violently by the 
Quarian Empire, the big ugly green 
guys in Diggers. 

*The Flinards weren't aggressive 
at all, only defending themselves, 
and so started losing a lot of their 
land. So they sal down in iheir labs 
and decided to try and work out a 
system. They finally invented this 
thing called the Flinargian Machine, 
which, much to the astonishment of 
the warriors laying siege to their capi- 
tal city, ripped the whole city up into 
twenty four large chunks of land, and 
floated them several thousand feet 
into the sky, nicely out of harm's way 
since the planet Zarg had not 
invented much in the way of flying 
machines at the this point.

fuel to get you from land to land. On 
top of that you've got the added prob- 
lem of people like the- privateers, an 
alien race who just appear - they 
know you're there, if s pubHc knowl- 
edge - and they know you're going to 
be mining jewels. They can't be both- 
ered to do it themselves, so they 
appear, steal everything in sight, and 
then run off again." 

You have to agree that it certainly 
looks a lot better than Diggers. Some 
would say that Diggers looked a little 
flat and uninteresting, something 
Toby has taken to heart. "From a dis- 
play point of view, this is much, much 
more colourful. We have in excess of 
300 colours on the main game 
screen at any given time. This game 
uses 256 Colours for all its base 



graphics, and all the panels and 
stuff like that have their own 
palettes, plus ihe background 
sprites and the sky also have 
their own colours. Which looks 
quite pretty. AH of the real 
graphics are being pul in now, all of 
the animations and graph- 
ics for Ihe shop are 
pre son i, and H really 
looks nice.

Disk Drive 

Month after month we see pages upon pages ol reviews of the 
latest and greatest technological wonders thai promise to 
enhance your Amiga immeasurably: 24-bit graphics cards, 
networking sysiems, 16-bit sampling cards and so on. Whilst these silicon wonders may make most of us 
salivate in bucket fulls, it's nice to see that there are companies out there who are still prepared to get 
'back to basics 1 (as John Major would probably rather not say). 

AmiTek have always been n company ihot specialises in low-cost peripherals for the masses. Their 
latest product is the imaginatively-named AmiTek disk drive which, as its name seems lo strangely sug- 
gest, is an Amiga disk drive. Sporting a slimline Sony disk mechanism (one ol the best and quietest on 
the market) and all the standard features you'd expect from a disk drive (drive disabling and a pass-thru 
connector)", the AmiTek drive is as well equipped as it's pretty (isn't the badge lovely?). Sounds standard 
so far (some would even say boring), but boring is one thing that the AmiTek drive certainly isn't. For 
starters it comes as standard with anti-click' hardware that stops the drive from constantly clicking when 
no disk is In the drive. Some people are affected by this more than others (it personally doesn't bother 
me} but at least the inclusion of this extra bit of circuitry should keep those of a nervous disposition quiei. 

The AmiTek drive also features an anti-virus circuit that stops all boot block viruses from infecting your 
disks when the anti- virus hardware is switched on. In practice all this does is to stop any write attempts to 

track 0 (the boot block) but its often the sim- 
plest ideas that are the best. 

Unlike Power Computing "s new PC880B 
drive, the AmiTek drive doesn't sport any 
form of built-in disk backup hardware 
I (Cyclone etc) but then it is around £10 
cheaper than its rival. If you can live without 
the backup hardware and you're not too 
worried about being able to upgrade the 
drive to handle high density disks (Power 
charge an extra £50 for this privilege) then 
AmiTek' s drive should prove to be a sound 
investment. In all, AmiTek : s drive offers 
excellent performance at a good price-

CD-ROM drive 



As this drive is designed for a standard 5 1/4 inch bay, you might think thai lining the drive would 
be relatively straightforward. Unfortunately, the A4000's drive bay is jusl a little too short. II is 
possible lo squeeze the drive in, but you may have to maike a few internal re-arrangements such 
as loosening the rear drive bay or soldering the power leads directly to the CD-ROM drive. The position 
of the Amiga's internal PSU causes all sorts of problems, but you can get around them if you persevere. 

Don't waste your time looking for an eject butlon on the Miisumi drive panel - there Isn't one. Instead, 
the entire panel clicks in and out, allowing the drive tray to be pulled out. The Nd is then hinged up and 
:ne disk popped into place. 

Standard audio is available from a siereo iack socket on the front panel complete with volume control, 
Dirt also at the rear though a miniature edge connector. The A4000 has a connector on the motherboard 
for just such an audio signal, and when you wire them together the CD audio passes out through the 
standard Amiga phono plugs. This means that you can use your monitor speakers lo lisien lo your CDs, 
as welt as hearing the normal Amiga error bleeps and sound effects Irom games. 

The Mitsurni drive is a welcome addition and it makes exploring Ihe latest PD CD a posilive pleasure.

If you use your Amiga for word proof 
video captions or DTP you'll need p 
images (known as clipart) al some t, siw 
another. One source of clipart is PD libraries, but 
you can never be sure what you gel is of any use. 
Another source are companies who make a living 
out of selling clipart. On the Mac and PC this is big 
business, with Clipart disks sometimes costing as 
much as £100. 

Luckily on the Amiga they are a lot cheaper. 
One company specialising in low -cost pictures 
especially tor the Amiga is Artworks. They are well 
known for high-quality black and 
white images 

Artworks have now released 
two further disks, containing 
sporting images and frames 
and borders. Both disks cost 
a smidgen under 
eight pounds each 
and contain 
between 115 and 
270 IFF. high resolu- 
tion images. 
Looking at the samples 
produced here, you can see 
that the images are of rea- 
sonable quality,

speakers 

oes your Amiga sound squeaky through monitor speak- 
ers? If so, you should have a look at external units. 
SpectraVideo have just launched a set of new external 
speakers which will quite happily boos! your Amiga's audio. 

Named Screen Beat 3. they offer 2 warts per speaker, and 
work off four A A baltenes (power can be via an AC./DC power 
adaptor although this isn't supplied). They also offer magnetic 
shielding and booster circuitry, 

The magnetic shielding cancels out the effect of the magnet 
used inside the speaker and allows you to use Them next to 
your monitor or TV. Using non-magneftcally shielded speakers 
near your monitor will, after a little while, harm your monitor, 
and leave you with, at best, a discoloured screen. Magnetic 
shielding is especially important with these speakers as ihey 
also come with mounting brackets, allowing you to mouni ihem 
on the side of your monitor. Un fortunately ; however, these 
brackels are a little feeble and nol really ideal for long term use. 

The boosting circuitry, as its name implies, is meant to 
increase the sound level. In tests I carried out however I 
couldn't led much difference beiween these and another pair of 
2 watt speakers that I use. 

The Screonboat 3 speakers aren't outstanding, but do offer a 
low cost way of boosting the sound output of your Amiga, or 
Walkman lor that matter, and provide reasonably taithtul repro- 
duction of the sound.

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One of the best word processors available for the 
Amiga has undergone a major upgrade. Andy Leaning 
takes a look at the new version. 
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Wordworth is one ol the mo si popular word 
processors on the Amiga. It can edit and 
rearrange text, format and style your doc- 
uments, search and replace text, control formats 
and offers reasonable typographical control. So 
what can an upgrade Offer over existing features? 

WelL apart from new text entry and editing 
improvements - like customisable tool bars and 
automatic correction of errors, Wordworth 3, has 
taken a bold step forward. Not only have Digita 
increased the text manipulation functions, they've 
also taken WordworSh into the realm of DTP. 
Wordwofth 3 now has a range of drawing lools 
built-in. PapsStaiam-etyfe object control, and 
special text effects which can rotate, spiral and 
angle text. Wordworth 5 also has a host of fea- 
tures that are now common on PC word 
processors, such as table creation, glossary 
functions, and a mini spreadsheet. 

IT WAS THIS BIG! 

Wordworth 3 is a big program, consuming a whop- 
ping 5Mb of RAM. However, you can get around 
this by using its partial 
and custom install proce- 
dures. These options 
allow you to leave out 
certain features thus 
freeing up some space in 
your memory. You can, 
tor instance, chose not to 
install the graphic and 
ttixl »mport modules, 
Digita clipart or the tuto- 
rial document etc. The 
minimum installation still 
eats up over 3Mb of 
space, but if you want the 
kind of power programs

Wordworth 3 also complies with Commodore 
guidelines on requesters (Ihe boxes that pop up 
whenever the program needs information from 
you). The requester now come up in Workbench 
standard windows and gadgets which can to 
moved, minimised and sent to the back and front, 
you can also change ihe font u^od within them. 

Several requesters (Find and Replace tor 
example) will also allow you to continue editing 
text while they are still open, you don't have to 
click on a button closing the requester before edit- 
ing again. Although there are only a few 
commands that offer this option, it is a welcome 
how often have you selected Search and 
Replace, only to find you can H t remember what you 
wanted to search for? With these Modeless 
requesters, as they are called, you can move the 
window aside, and refer to your copy to refresh 
your memory - brilliants 

The tool bar has also been improved You can 
now configure the tool bar to hold any features 
that you use regularly. It has more buttons and 
can be moved around the screen or put in a win- 
dow. There over 100 commands available, which if 
used will quickly fill the screen up with icons, or 
worse, result in your Tool Bar running off the edge 
ol Ihe screen (particularly m lower resolution 
screens). But, to resolve this problem you can now 
make the icons smaller. 

One of the most productive features of 
Wordworth is the auto correct facility. This is an 
automatic error correction system, which spots 
and replaces your mistakes as they are made. It 
works by checking the text you have just entered 
using its library of frequently mistyped words and 
on finding one swops it with a correct word. You

can add your own commonly mistyped words and 
alternatives to the library, For instance, whenever 
I enter 'TEH 1 , Wordworth changes this to THE'* 
and does this so fast, I don't even realise I made 
a mistake! 

Also, you can speed up your typing by using 
the facility to expand abbreviations. My Wordworth, 
for instance, now changes 'CU 1 to 'CU AMIGA'. 
Commodore has been abbreviated to "C. whilst 
Wordworth is entered as 'WW. If you use a word 
regularly this process can really make a difference 
to how fast you can get a job finished. 

The Wordworth effects add visual impact 
to any document. Dragging out a text effects box 
and clicking on it will bring up a requester. From 
here you can summon up various special effects, 
normally only available in a graphics package. 
Text effects include the ability to create a diverse 
number of typestyles and effects, including rotat- 
ing text around an arc or circle, angling it or 
adding shadows. 

With features like text effects. Word worth is 
very similar to a DTP program. In fact, the new ver- 
sion is closer to a desktop publishing program than 
any word processor yel seen on the Amiga. In 
many respects, Wordworth now operates more like 
PageStream than a word processor. Although 
basic text entry and editing are still based around a 
blank sheet of paper on which you write, most 
other elements (graphics, tables, boxes elc) are 
positioned as floating objects, and can be moved, 
resized, edited, removed and grouped at will. Just 
like PageSiream. resizing an object or group will 
change all the dimensions within the object Taking 
a box with a Circle in if and stretching it sideways, 
for instance, will change- the box to a rectangle and 
the circle lo an oval. 

The only real difference to PageSlrvam is how 
Wordworth handles text boxes. Taking a standard 
text box and resizing it will have no effect whatso- 
ever on the text size. Stretching or condensing a 
Text Effects box has more impact. But even here 
it will only change the foni to the closest point 
size, whereas PageStre&rn will change the height 



and width of text independently. Wordworth 3 also 
has a selection of graphics tools (box, rounded cor- 
ner box, circle, oval and lines). These can all be 
edited allowing you to specify internal fill colour, 
border colour and thickness.

Creating: tables is very easy: simply select the 
table loo I from the toolbar and then drag a box out 
to the desired size. This creates a box, sub-divided 
into smaller boxes called cells - effectively it is a 
lable. Further rows and columns and text can be 
added. The colour and style of the table border 
and cell lines can all be manipulated easily, 
although you can't change the border style of indi- 
vidual cells. 

Tables can also be used for simple calcula- 
tions, mimicking a very basic spreadsheet, with 
operations such as sum, averages and totals pos- 
sible in both columns and rows. Although limited in 
its operations, this mini-spreadsheet provides all 
lhat most users will need. 

Picture import was never an out 
standing feature of Word worth, 
because it was preity slow no mat- 
ter which system you used and the 
printed images were poor. 
However, whilst still just as slow, 
Wordworth 3 has dramatically 
improved picture printing facilities. 
Previously the program woutd con- 
cert the picture to the colour pallet 
range used for display, and then 
print this, now Wordworth 3 retains 
the original data and the printed 
version works from this which 
g>es a better quality print out. In 
terms of file formats Dtgita have 
really gone to town and supported 
many of the major non- Amiga for- 
mats: PCX. BMP, TIFF, GEM IMG. 
GIFF, and of course IFF. The import facilities 
even cater for structured clipart through CGM : 
GEM and DH2D although there's no support for 
GoldOisk CLIPP format. 



operations crash, others throw up (almost liter- 
ally) strange discrepancies. 

Problems like opening a window revealing 
debug information when printing. Enx1 disappear- 
ing when changing the line spacing, not saving 
settings even though you selected the : save set- 
ting' command and crashing when importing Ascii 
files are all problems that should have been spot- 
ted at beta test stage and should never have 
made it to a release edition. Whilst these prob- 
lems remain I can not honestly recommend 
Wordworth 3. 

CONCLUSION 

Wordworth 3 is a potentially great piece of soft- 
ware and certainly has the power to rival Final 
Writer. However, the version reviewed (3.0), had 
an unacceptable number of silly bugs and I feel 
that I cannot recommend other WP users change, 
Existing Wordworth owners should consider what 
they want and only upgrade if they need the DTP 
features - otherwise wait for 3.0a. 'SS 
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Wordworth 3 makes it easy to customise lh<? Toolbar, Select

Despite the numerous improvements, and many 
new features, Wordworth 3 still has several major 
flaws. Existing Wordworth users will be disap- 
pointed to lind that the import and redraw speed of 
pictures has not improved. 

Also, given the change of direction towards 
DTP and the numerous new graphical facilities it is 
disappointing that there aren't any print preview or 
landscape pnnting options. The programs inability 
to handle Amiga standard 
structured clipart is a big 
omission. The absence of 
QoldDisk CLIP 1 format, is 
strange as it is practically 
the standard Amiga graph- 
ics file format. 

These features, whilst 
annoying, are forgivable, 
What isn't forgivable is the 
large number of flaws and 
straight forward errors. 
Word worth 3 has bugs, 
horrible creepy crawly 
things with long legs. 
Soma Qptions don't work 
as documented, some

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ven with the release of Digita's much hyped 
Wordworth 3, Softwood's Finrsl Writer still 
rules the roost as the most powerful word pro 
cessing package available for ihe Amiga, scoring a 
massive 90% - nol to mention CU AMIGA'S 
acclaimed Top Rated' award - when it was 
reviewed within these very pages liitle more than 
four months ago, Softwood have decided that 
there's still room for improvement. Release 2 of 
Final Writer (which is available free of charge to 
registered Final Writer owners) not only fixes a lew 
complaints levelled at the original, but Softwood 
have even managed to squeeze a few new fea- 
tures in to boot. 

KNOW YOUR WRITES 

K you ve already installed a previous release of 
Final Writer to your machine's hard disk, all you 
need no do with this is install disk one which over- 
writes the original program and replaces a few of 
the Final Writer system files- This only takes a tew 
minutes and once it's done you're ready to start. 

Upon booting up Final Writer it doesn't look too 
different — the same tamiiiar 'Word For Windows'- 
like front end appears complete with Final Writer's 
pretty icon stripe and rulers which run down the top 
and lefi-hand side of the page- 
One complaint which was levelled at the origi- 
nal release ol Final Writer was the lack of any form 
of 'Undo' ieature. This meant that if you acciden- 
tally managed to delete something from your 
document, be it a section of text, a text box or a 
graphic image, there was no way of rescuing your 
document. Thankfully : Release 2 oi Final Writer 
fixes this with the addition of both an 'Undo' and 
'Redo' option which effectively restores your docu 
mem to original state before the last change was 
made. It's surprisingly intelligent too — if there s 
nothing in FfaaJ Writer's 'Paste' butter when you 
select 'Undo', the last sentence that you typed will 
be removed. 

Fmat writers new lining m*nus glv* tto program a more 
OTP-like leei. 
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Only a single operation can ever be undone, 
however, which is surprisingly limiting. Ftnaf Writer 
would certamly have benefited from a much larger 
undo buffer which would allow a whole series of 
operations to be undone - programs liktj Cygnus Ed 
offer such a facility and they're a real bonus when 
you do manage to make a total hash of things. 

FLOATING MENUS 

If Final Writer didn't already look enough like a 
desktop publishing program to make even Hie most 
ardent ProPage fan take a second glance, 
Softwood have extended Final Writer's user inter- 
face still further with the addition ot PageSfream- 
like floaling menus. DTP fans will welcome the 
addition of these handy Utile windows, packed with 
gadgets, as they allow instant access to the pro- 
gram's many features without having to resort to 
the rather laborious task of sifting through pull- 
down menus W hat's more, because those? gadgete 
are all grouped together within little windows, you 
can reposition them anywhere on the screen 
should they start to clutter the area that you are 
workrng on, 

The floating menus aren't really an extension to 
Ftnai Writers user interface - Ihey simply provide a 
welcome alternative to Final Writer's existing button 
strips, Placing the tools gadgets into a floating 
menu is particular^ welcome now that Release 2 of 
Final Writer allows you to toggle between the tools 
strip and a brand new 'Font/Style' strip. This all new 
gadget strip provides a very L Word tor Windows" 
method of changing the font, style and point 
s\ie & a se ected area of text without having 
lo wade through Final Writer's various 
requesters. You can now also select bold. 
Sialic or underlines text without having to 
change the actual font. 



CONCLUSION 



Jt Release 2 ol Final Writer certainly can't be 
seen as a major upgrade but it definitely 
enhances ihe produci considerably. Not only is 
—rL— final Writer now more conscientious (thanks to 
the overdue addition of an 'Undo' function) and 
easier to use, but it also seems lo be a much 
taster beast too. The loading and redrawing ol 
EPSF (encapsulated postscript) Clipart cer- 
tainly seems to have been given an extra burst 




ol speed, as have Ftnai Writer's comprehensive 
selection of drawing tools. AH these enhancements 
combine together into a flawless whole that is sadly 
an unfamiliar sight in the Amiga market. 

With the release of Won/worth 3, the choice 
between the two products is no longer so clear 
cut. Wordworth 3 certainly offers a number of fea 
lures which Final Writer lacks - sable generation 
and Wordworth's spiffing "text effects" being just 
two examples - but for raw word processing 
power and the sort ot rock- sol id reliability that 
users demand. Final Writer is still king, If you 
want the ultimate in Amiga word processing, look 
no further than Final Writer.

Amiga graphics tans know il already: if you 
want to generate realistic computer Land- 
scapes you need the Virtual Reality 
laboratories' program Vista Pro The only prob- 
lem with Vista Pro is that tn order to utilise the 
24-bit and AGA colour hi-resolution image 
Options of Vista Pro 3,0, you need a whopping 
t 6Mb of RAM in your computer. This might be 
okay for the average A4000 owner, but what 
about all those AI200s with a standard 2Mb? 

Now the new Vista Pro Lite, a cut-down ver- 
sion of Vista Pro ha$ be&n written specifically tor 
2Mb computers. In fact on the box there is a big 
gold sticker which says "Requires only 2Mb 
RAM r just so you know for sure. And if, during a 
particularly large rendering, any large images 
burst through this limit, data is temporarily stored 
on drsk. However, this means that you Strll need a 
hard disk, so until Vista Pro Helium- Ute appears, 
you wiJJ still need a little extra kit. 

HOW LITE EXACTLY? 

Vista Pro produces amazing pictures, but in order 
10 squeeze them into limited memory with Vista 
Pro Lite, the full- colour 24- bit options have been 
taken out. The colour options are now limited to 
fe$5B colours or HAM3, which still offers a hefty 
262,000 different shades and look excellent All 
AG A modes are supported which allows some 
very large and detailed images :a oe produced - 
nowhere as large as the 4096 by 4096 formed by 
Vista Pro, but it is certainly enough to be getting 
on with,

1 ise saying num- 
ber 16: "The 
trouble wilh thn 
A 1200 \s that there is 
only one trapdoor, so you 
can oniy fit one peripheral at 
a tin>&." Not so, glasshopper. 
The GVP 1230 Turbo II is the fastest thing on no 
legs which can to fitted to the A 1200 I know this 
because I sat one next to an A400G7030 and set 
them both ray-tracing the same picture. 

The A4000 had a 25 MHz 6B03Q and a 2SMHz 
maiths co-processor, and the A1200 had the GVP 
board with a 50MHz 68030 (with MMU} and a 
50MHz maths co-processor. 

If all those numbers don't mean anything to 
you don t worry — basically they explain why the 
A1200 ran more than twice as fast as the A4000 
and rendered images in less lhan half the time, 
What a bummer tor A4000/030 owners like 
myself... 

I consoled myself with the fact that the A4000 
was considerably more expandable, with lots ol 
Zorro slots and drive bays. But then 
through the post, cam& the 
A1291 — a 



card offering to expand the A1230/H with a stan- 
dard SCSI interface based on G VP's legendary 
FaaastROM technology, Oh drat, 

SCUZZY? 

The A1200 has two trapdoor expan$ion slots. 
Don t believe me? Well took at the back of the 
A1200, at the end where the floppy disk juts out. 
See that IrttJe hatch way 7 GVP certainly did, and 
they put it to a darn good use as this is where the 
A1291 fits in. 

The SCSI card is tiny. At one end there is a 
small edge connector, and at the other &nd there 
is a female 25-way D-connector. 

Fitting the card is child's play compared to 
squeezing in the accelerator. Pop out the little 
hatch at the back, slot the card in nice and 
straight and then screw it into place through that 
spare hole in the bottom of the A 1200 case. Ever 
wondered whal Thai hole was for? Now you 
know. It s like it was made for the A1291 . 
Someone from GVP must have sneaked into 
Commodore HQ and drawn it onto the original 
A1200 S plans. You can open the trapdoor to help 
guide ihe SCSI card into the socket on the accel- 
erator if you wish, although I didn't need to. Then 
switch on, sit back and let the supplied software 
check the card is there and working, and prepare 
any SCSI devices 

NOW WHAT? 

With the SCSI interlace present and running. 
[ your only worry i$ what you connect it to. 
The most obvious choice is a nice big hard 
m drive. Or seven 
nice big hard 
| drives because 
unlike IDE, the 
SCSI inrertace 
allows up to 
seven devices 
to be daisy -chained 
together. The only problem with 
this tark is that you will probably need 
to be at least a little confident about 
using a screw-driver. The SCSI 

connection part is dead 





easy (only a m altar of cable}, but you'll also need 
lo house the drives and get a suitable 5/12 volt 
power supply sorted out. 

Several Amiga dealers should be able to help 
you on this front, as will any PC or Mac supplier 
worth their salt, it shouldn't take too many tele- 
phone calls before you've sorted out a nice smart 
enclosure and suitable PSU (power Supply Unit). 
(Try the RocMate hard drive case from Silica). 

Getting the SCSI drive rs easy too, get a PC 
mag and look in the small adds. SCSI is one of 
those oh so rare things — a standard thai actu- 
ally works. I had two SCSI drives lurking around, 
and both worked perfectly when connected via 
my home-brew lead, 

There may have been wires sticking out 
everywhere, but I did have a 50Mb SCSI drive 
running at a very respectable 1 Mb/second trans- 
fer rate. More modern drives should be able to 
increase this speed, which would make playing 
back sounds and animations from disk a lot 
smoother all round. 

CONCLUSION 

If you already have the A1230/II then you must 
keep an eye out for the expansion possibilities of 
the At 200. Adding the SCSI card allows you to 
release even more of the A1200's potential and 
will permii the addition of removable hard drives. 
CD-ROM players, Mopptical/optical disks and 
tape back up systems There is only one word for 
this card; cunning, 

It I its so cleverly into the A '200. that al no 
point do you need to open the A1200 and void 
the warranty.

Or what 
about a gradually decreasing motion blur that sim- 
ulates a movrng object coming into focus? The 
possibilities am absolutely staggering, and this fea- 
ture atone is enough to justify the asking price for 
any serious user 

MuftiFrarne is not solely tor the processing of 
animation either. You could easily use tt to execute 
multiple effects on a single image, performing (hem 
all simultaneously, and freeing you up to go away 
and do other things, rather than having to keep ini- 
tiating phase after phase in some masterpiece lhat 
you may be working on. 

As I don't really use batch processing features 
very often, a good deal of this program is beyond 
my needs, however, its graphical front end makes 
the setting up of effects very easy, and in this regard 
it leaves FRED, and even Pro Control for dead. 

Unfortunately. I didn't find the manual inspiring 
or easy to gel on with. I could understand it. but it 
was rather boring and presented in an illogical 
order. Surely tutorials should bo near the fronl. 
before the detailed technical specifications? 
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CONCLUSION 

MultiFrame is a very good product hidden behind a 
somewhat boring facade. For users who use 
ADPro to process animalions, il will almost cer- 
tainly inspire you as there is a lot of potential

A scanner is a device which can be used 
lo convert images on paper into a format 
lhat a computer can use. They're ideal 
lor anyone who wants to incorporate images 
(photographs or documents for instance) into 
iheir work. You can use scanned images with 
programs like Final Copy and Wordworth, 
and they re ideal for desk top publishing with 
software such as Pagestream and 
Professional Page. You can even incorporate 
scanned images into your own multimedia produc- 
tions or demos. 

Scanners have come a long way since their first 
appearance on I he Amiga. Prices have fallen whilst 
scanner technology has increased. The Alfascan 
800 finally closes the gap between 'professional' 
and 'hobbyist" scanners, offering unrivalled technol- 
ogy tor silly money! 

As its name perhaps suggests, the Alfascan 800 
is an 800 DPI (dots per inch) scanner. That means 
thai every inch of paper that you convert into a 
computer image will be divided into 800 dote (or 
pixels as they're called once they reach the 
screen). This figure is twice as high as any other 
hand scanner on the market. 



SCANNER SIMPLICITY 

The software is delightfully simple lo use, although 
more professional users may bemoan its lack of 
additional processing features. The scanner pro- 
gram is divided into five sections: setup, scanning, 
merging, viewing and file options. In the setup sec- 
lion, you can specify your scanning preferences, 
including the sc;jn k?ngih and scanner mode The 
scanner mode is very important because unlike 
ordinary grey shade scanners, the Alfascan 800 
comes with a small switch on ihe base which can 
double its scanning resolution. In High mode the 
scanner supports resolutions belween 500 and 800 
DPI, whereas Low mode only ranges between 100 
and 400 DPI. However, alihough the software auto- 
detects whether the resolution switch on the side of 
scanner is set to 100, 200, 300 or 400 DPI (or the 
corresponding High resolutions), it can't tell whether 
the resolution is set to High or Low. 

The software also detects the amount of free 
memory available ana tells yuu ihe maximum 
length of scan that's possible at your specified 
width. Once you ve se? your preferences, it s time lo 
take a scan, and this couldn't be easier. Just click 
the 'Scan' button on the screen, and holding the 
scanner button down, drag the unit across the area 
to be scanned. As you move the scanner, a 
monochrome image will be displayed on the 
screen. When the specified length has been 
covered, scanning will automatically stop. 

The scanned image is now displayed on 
the screen at the resolution it was scanned at. 
At this stage ihe image will be far too large for 
you to see it clearly. You may want lo save 
this monochrome image to be used exact ly as 
, it is. However, in order to see the image 
clearly on screen you can always convert the 
images into a number of grey scale formats 
ranging from low resolution 16 shade, up to 
super high resolution 256 colour images. The 
images can be converted using one of two 
dither meshes, an 8x8 pattern, or a 6x6. This

determines the way Ihe monochrome inlormation 
will be converted into grey. The scanner uses a 6x6 
mesh to create the images, thankfully, as the 6x6 
produced horrible mnire patterns. Once an image 
has been converted, it will be displayed on the 
screen, and you can again, save it in the chosen 
format or as a 24-bit image. The save requester is a 
little quirky It works okay, but there seems lo be a 
lot of unnecessary button clicking in order to store a 
image. You can also load images for subsequent 
editing and conversion, although only monochrome 
ones can be processed. 

Despite its simplicity, the software uses quite a 
lot of RAM and even on my 6Mb Amiga, I was for- 
ever running out of memory, even with relatively 
small scans. I would tike to see some form of virtual 
memory implemented in future versions of the soft- 
ware so that hard drive owners can use Ihe 
software better. Alternatively, some crude form of 
continuous compression would help 

CONCLUSION 

In value for money terms, Ihis is the most powerful 
grey scale hand scanner on the market. 
Experienced users may find it a bit lacking, but this 
scanner is very easy to use and would be ideal for 
any beginner. ^

Tony Horgan looks at the latest hard disk sampling

Everyone wants Hie Amiga's 8-bit sound 
upgraded to 1 6-bit, but no one seems to know 
how to do it property. Sunrize released their 
AD516 and AD512 sampling boards for the 'big box 1 
Amigas (A2000, 3000 and 4000). Even so, the com- 
bination of their Studio f 6 software and the 
sampling boards has disappointed many. Despite 
glowing reviews in the press, popular opinion 
seems to be that there's still not a satisfactory 1 6-bit 
sampler add-on for the Amiga. Sunrize hope to 
change this with the latest upgrade or the Studio 16 
software - tfie hardware remains unchanged- 

WHAT DOES IT DO THEN? 

The ADS 16 to-rd isn't a replacement For the 
Amiga's sound chip. It's a Zorro card designed to 
fit into any box Amiga. Unfortunately, this rules out 
anyone using a 500, 600 or 1200. The system is 
based around recording samples to a hard drive, 
then playing eight of them back simultaneously. 
The main change? in the software is the inlerface. 
The idea seems to have been to make ii as simple 
as possible to use, and they've definitely suc- 
ceeded on thai score. 

Once you've amassed a tew samples on your 
hard drive, you can start making up a cue-list. This 
is where you sequence all your samples - a bit 
like the piano*roll part of a MIDI sequencer, only 
it's a lot simpler here. There is a horizontally- 
scrolling set of bars, each one representing a 
single track- Ail you have lo do is pick up your cho- 
sen sample Irom the directory list and drag it over 
to Ihe cue-list, where you can drop it in at will. 
Unfortunately, There's not enough control over Ihe 
timing of the samples or their tuning to allow you 
to construct rhythms or melodies with your sam- 
ples - basically it's limited to playing back 
one-shot sound effects samples. 

It does this with ease though, using auto cross- 
fading features to tmdge ihe joins 
between samples. Users of Bars and 
Pipes Pro 2 can use ttie software link to 
synchronise playback of samples with 
MIDI music The drag and drop' sys- 
tem of positioning samples is easy to 
use. but considering the potential of ihe 
hardware, Ihe software still falls way 
short of whal could be possible,

The modular structure of the program allows 
you to load and ciose-down various sections as 
you choose. One of ihese sections includes the 
sample editor This acts pretty much like any other 
sample editor, with a graphical representation ot 
the sample in a suable window. The usual cut and 
paste edit functions are available, although you 
won't find many effects. There's a good variable 
echo (which benefits from a test option to let you 
hear what the settings will sound like}, but nothing 
much else - no phaser. no distortion, no reverb 
and no time-stretching. 

WHAT YOU'LL NEED 

The performance of the system depends on the 
speed of your Amiga and your hard drive. With a 
6S000 processor, you can expect to play back two 
tracks simultaneously, six to eight tracks with a 
68030, and with a 68040 with a very fast SCSI 
drive, you could chain together four ADS 16 
boards, which would give you night separate out- 
puts and twelve tracks. A SCSI hard drive is 
recommended, although not absolutely essential. 

Record ng and ayback rates can bo varied 
from around l6Khz up to 44.1 Khz (the standard 
CD rale) and even up to 48Khz which is Ihe same 
rate used by DAT (Digital Audio Tape). When it 
comes to recording lo video, ihe system can be 
synced using SMPTE timecode, 

WHAT WON'T IT DO? 

Using the board to play samples from RAM via 
MIDI is not an option. This is a great shame, as it 
could so easily be an excellent alternative to an 
outboard sampler such as an Akai Si 000. Also, 
you couldn't realistically use it to master and edit a 
complete piece of music as one big sample. Again, 
the hardware would be capable of this, it's just the 
software lhat fails to deliver. Either, or preferably

both of these features, would make the ADS 16 
board and Studio IS software an immensely pow- 
erful combination, and broaden its appeal no end. 

CONCLUSION 

inrize are missing out on a massive slice ot poten- 
tial customers by limiting the Studto 16 software. For 
anyone making up a non-musical soundtrack for a 
film or video, it's excellent. However, musicians 
looking to integrate some 16-bit sampling into their 
existing Amiga sequencing set-up should took else- 
where. Td had visions of using the system lo make 
perfect recordings of DJ mixes (recording a live mix 
from two record decks to the hard drive, and then 
cleaning up any mistakes and adding some extra 
remixing), but I was disappoinied. I was ready for 
the lack of real-time MIDI triggered sample play- 
back, bul would again have been disappointed had I 
expected it. Still, video sound engineers should take 
a good look, despite these limitations. It's easily the 
best sysiem of its kind available for the AmlgaCj!)

At last, one of the most 
eagerly-anticipated 
upgrades in Amiga history 
is here. Mat Broomfield 
checks it out. 



The original Music-X was a trailblazer in terms 
of user-friendliness and power, but it did 
have some shortfalls. Last month, we 
brought you an extensive preview of the long 
awaited upgrade. Music-X 2.0. which promised to 
rectify one ot the most glaring omissions in the 
original program, namely its lack of a notation 
section. This month, we look at Music-X 2.0 and 
see if ii lives up to its promises. 

TOGETHER YET APART 

Music-X 2,0 is made up of two programs; Music-X 
anc Notator-X. Music-X \s nearly the same as 
Music X 1 1. except it has been updated to work 
properly on AG A machines, and more rmpor- 
tantly, to work wilh Nolator-X. 

On the plus side, Music-X 2 offers lar more 
notation tools and a much more stable interface 
than Deluxe Music, and whilst it's not as powerful 
as Bars & Pipes Pro, it provides a much friendlier 
interlace. 

However, unlike programs such as Bars & 
Pipes and Deluxe Music Construction Set Music- 
X2 (?$ notation section isn't truly integrated with 
the sequencer. This can be a problem because 
even though both parts of ihe program can be 
loaded at ihe same time, and data can be 
swopped between them using a kind of hot -link, 
it's not easy to quickly rrotate a few bars of music 
and then listen to them via the sequencer Nor is 
it possible to assign instruments to a score from 
the notator, This means that the program is not 
as helpful or as good as it could be, either as a 
composition tool or for orchestration,

via the sequencer i Music-X) which is subdivided 
inio a number of dilfere-ni parts such as the 
Sample Editor, the Bar Editor and the Librarian. 

MIDI events may be altered via ihe Bar Editor. 
Most musrcal events are represented by bars (of 
the rectangular kind, not musical) on a piano roll. 
You can edit these bars by simply dragging them 
around the screen. There's nothing unusual 
about adding and moving notes in this fashion, 
but when it comes lo more complex events such 
as polyphonic aftenouch, pitch bend and even 
velocity, it's refreshing to encounter such a dean 
and simple interface. 

Music-X 2 has been designed to use sound 
samples with the same sort ot flexibility as it uses 
MIDI instruments. When the original version was 
designed. i| was very powerful, but now its sam- 
ple handling seems somewhat simplistic, not 
even allowing you to specify a preferred replay 
channel. Mind you. I ihink its still the only 
sequencer that can handle the .ss synthetic 
sounds more frequently associated with Sonix 

With Notator-X, score entry is very tedious, 
primarily due to a number of frustrating flaws 
(such as the 18 stave limit) which becomes more 
noticeable each time the program is used. 

Nevertheless. Notelor-X probably has the 
mosi elegant printing and notation section ol any 
Amiga program, It certainly supports a wider 
range of symbols than all the top-rated programs. 

CONCLUSION 

Music-X 2 is a nice piece of software. I use the 
word ^nice' deliberately to indicate lhal superla- 
tives like 'great 1 or even 'good 1 would be an 
overstatement, whilst a generally negative tone 
would be unfair. 

The core program (the sequencer), however, 
doesn': apoear to have changed much since 
Mus/x-Xwas first launched onto the market five 
years ago f would have certainly expected some 
modifications reflecting the big advances in musfc 
technology, but sadly, apart from AGA compatibil- 
ity there aren't any, 

On the plus side, the Bar Editor is a master- 
piece of user- friendliness and elegance, and is 
one of the high spots in the program. 

Notator-Xis good, if somewhat laborious to 
use. There are |ust too many niggling irritations, 
like Hie fact that the music cursor doesn't auto- 
matically scroll to the next available spot alter 
you've entered a note. You afso have to manually 
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The flar #dltOf is on* o1 my favourite Gils ol Music-X. 11 makes 
eve-n complicated evenls easy to modify. 

scroll the screen on to the next bar when entering 
notes which is an incredibly annoying flaw 
Unfortunately, the manual was of little help, as it 
was very verbose when referring to Music-X ar\tl 
overly brief when discussing Notator-X. 

I have to admit that I was primarily interested 
in the notation part of this package, and as such 
found that it failed to fulfil its potential. I loved it 
when I first saw it, but a month of constant use 
has really opened my eyes. 

However, despite these reservations, Music-X 
lands somewhere squarely between Deluxe 
Music and Bars & Pipes both in terms of both 
power and user-friendliness.

Unless you still strongly believe thai your parents

For example, you could have a soundtrack that started off with a long synth sound, which you could 
accompany on screen with a bit of wobbly plasma. Then : maybe you might have someone shouting out 
the letters T...E...K.. N. 0...'. You could assign a big picture of the letter T to the T sound sample, do the 
same for the other letters, and set it up so that as the letters were spoken, the relevant letters would flash 
up on the screen. Wilh a bit of imagination, the possibilities are enormous, especially as you can use your 
own IFF animations and images,

■ ■ aving a standard palette with 256 colours 
mM has got to be one of the biggest thrills 
i I offered to D&tuxePainl users by the Amiga 
200 s AGA chipset, But even this is dwarfed when 
een alongside the HAM8 mode, which can display 
:62,144 different colours in the low res 320 x 256 
;reen set up. 

The problems associated wilt Hold And Modily 
ire still present, but slightly minimised by a base 
>alette of 64 colours: however you still get fringing 
is some colours are painted next to others. But in 
lormal use, this is a worthwhile trade-off against 
some wondierful painting and animation effects, 
rhis is the final article in this brief AGA series, so 
el's get down to it! 



MULTI-PLANE 
ANIMATION 



h this exercise we'll be creating an animation with 
pepth; it has fore, mid and back-grounds. Once 
pgam the subject isn't important, it's the technique 
jvhich counts. 

The idea for this animation came from a stilt 
Image, in this case it's a 256-oolour digitised pic-

lure of a woman's face. DPaint takes care of 
ban verting it lo HAMS mode when you toad sorne- 
[hing like this in, which is pretty useful. 

The background required some artistry, if s a 
lull-screen tour-frame full perspective sequence of 
per mouth opening and dosing, as if talking. I 
ttipped out the lips, tidied up the edges, then ere- 
pted the opening lips based on Lhe ordinal. 

To get the lips to curve as they open, I used 
lhe Brush/bend vertical option. Joining the edges 
hi the mouth and adding the teeth was done by 
hand using standard DPaint drawing iooIs in mag* 
pity mode. 

Once all lour drawings of the mouth were com- 
tlete, I created an eight-frame blank animation 

uenoe, and pasted down images from the 
phanging lips sequence on successive Irarnes. in 
he same spot relative to the previous frame. When 
i gat half-way. I reversed the order so the? mouth 
auld close for the final half of the sequence. The 
juth was then picked up as an Animbrush, and 
■ screens cleared 



The particular effect we're after in the back- 
ground is of an image moving off into the distance 
as it animates. To do this we need to call on 
Perspective. So ; from the Effect/Perspective menu 
i chose Do, and using the numeric keypad, set the 
X plane to -34 (effectively tilting the brush image 
backwards). 

To get the Animbrush moving up-screen as it ani- 
mates I set a value of 128 in the Y movement box, 
and to cover the whole screen with the animated 
brush, selected Fill from the requester over eight 
frames, II took a short while, but DPaH filled the 
screen with opening and closing mouths, receding 
as they want up screen. 

Next the mid-ground; I pasted down the 
woman's face in the same spot on each oi the ani- 
mation frames, then on the Spare screen, drew a 
series of raindrops. I cut out the whole screen as a 
brush, and flipped back to the first frame of the ani- 
mation sequence. I positioned the brush handle at 
the lower edge of the large brush oi raindrops, and 
Irom the Move requested eared all values before 
entering 256 in the Y slot- This had the effect of 
drawing the sequence of drops down screen. To 
get even more drops, moving differently, I set the 
big brush's position differently Irom the first time, 
and did exactly the same thing until there was 
enough foreground ram. (To set a brush position, 
place it on screen, right click the mouse button, 
then press Undo from the toolbox icons). 

The last touch was the foreground text, which 
was pasted manually on each of the eight frames. 
Pressing key 4 now animates the series ot frames 
in a toop and very nicely too. 

That wasn't too much ot a challenge tor H 
but it shows how techniques can be spread a 
the breadth of DPaint's range. This next screen

selected). The result is a multi-coloured tile, which I 
copied and pasted repeatedly as the backdrop to 

the image. 

On the spare screen I loaded in colour 
image of the Lincoln statue in Wash^^on DC, and 
cut round it. I wanted a shadow effect on the tiles, 
| so having cut out the picture as a brush, selected 
Colour as the paint mode (F2) with black chosen 
from the palette as the foreground colour. Thi& 
turned the picture into a solid black shape ■ a sil- 
houette. In modes with fewer colours, black alone 
is okay as a shadow, but HAMS can do much bet- 
ter; by making the Translucency setting 40, and 
turning it on r when the brush is now pasted onto 
the tiles Hie underlying colours are still visible, but 
darkened and muted to give a realistic shadow 
effect in the shape of the brush. 

Pressing F1 restores the brush to its 256 
colours, and it was a simple matter to offset it 
from the shadow and paint it on screen. The 
transparent foreground bubbles were created as 
solid objects on the spare screen, using a new 
range of colours which included a built-in highlight 
- lighter colours forming part of the range itself. 

Once again Line was the Fill option chosen, 
and the spheres were pasted onto the main 
screen with a high translucency, 60%. Their sizes 
were altered simply by repeatedly pressing the - 
(minus) key, 

DPaint pasted them down wonderfully, the vast 
range ot colours available in the palette allowing 
the image underneath to show clearly through, but 
affected by the topmost colour. Once again text 
wa& added to bring the screen's message home. 

I hope the past four articles have been a useful 
appendix for A 1 200 users wanting to go that extra 
mile with DPatot. Until next time, let your ideas 
flow and your skills grow.

For the final tutorial in the series we'll be 
combining techniques already covered, plus 
some new ones to help add finesse to your 
drawing skills. This tutoriaf is in HAM6 mode - a 
feature of the AGA chipset which allows 
A1 200/4000 owners to use 262.1 44 colours on 
screen at once. 

The picture is composed of many elements: the 
notice board, plani, computer are all designed indi- 
vidually, then added to ihc? scene. The reason for 
adopting this modular approach is to enaWe us to 
create complicated items quickly on blank screens 
and keep the main image intact without nsking 
edits which you can't undo. It also has the benefit 
of allowing you to build up a brush library of objects 
which you mighi well need at some future date. 



Start with the Monstra cheeseplant. A simple 
repealed shape is used tor trie leaves, and the 
highlighi colouring is done automatically by 
D Paint AGA - it's like painting the Sistine chapel 
by numbers - draw an outline and till it with shape 
and texlure. Here's how... 

The starting point is the leaf shape. Draw it in 
a solid colour because weVe adding the light 
effects later. You can either use the Fill Draw tool, 
or rough out the shape, then tweak it by erasing 
the gaps between the leaf fingers, 

Next, call up the Range requester, and place 
these colours- in (he corresponding order: From 
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Propagation o1 the leaf. On the 1op Ie11 is 1he IHIed outline which 
tor ma '.he basis of alt failure leaves. The 1wo leaves nexl to II 
have been filled using the green range end Highlight till, and 
the lower row of leaves are notations and resizing* of 1he ongi- 
na ie«H 
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the left: slot 1 , colour 9. slot 9 colour 106, slot 16 
colour 100, slot 24 colour 109, slot 28 colour 
104, You will notice when you Show this range, 
that dark and light variations of green produce 
subtle banding effects, and (his is what were 
capitalising on. 

Because, when you now call up the Fill 
requester and activate the Hi (light) fill option, 
DPaint will be able to contour the greens into any 
shape you fill. By filling the solid leaf you will see 
the lovely way the greens shimmer and rellect off 
the surface in a realistic way. 

From the illustration you can see various 
leaves, and they are all based on the single leal 
we've just created. By clipping out the leaf, and 
rotating it around 25 degrees you can create a dit 
f Brent looking leaf. Cut it out and flip it from left to 
right (press x on the keyboard) you make it face 
the other direction. Press + or ■ a few times, and 
you change its shape too. This way, one leaf can 
be cloned into our entire plant. 

TIP: when rotating or Hipping, set DPainfs Anti 
Alias lo High to get rid of any jagged edges, 
which can form during these operations at this 
low resolutipn. 

The plant's stalk is simply a series of forked 
lines, over which we can paste leaves in a realis- 
tic: manner: and to add the final touch, a few aerial 
roots can be added using light brown. 

The plant container is a filled rectangle which 
uses a range of browns; To create the highlight 
effect, select the vertical fill option before drawing. #

NOTICE BOARD, 
SHELVES a BOOKS 

This is simply a set of rectangles, with the nice 
addition of a digitised image. The image was one 
of many available on PD disks, ana was repeat 
edly shrunk using DPainTs halve brush option 
(keyboard h). The quality doesn't have to be bril- 
liant, because it's a throwaway element on the 
picture. The Post- it notes and cuttings are single 
colour rectangles, held on the board by single-dot 
red lacks. 

The books, again, were simple rectangles. 
The shell, together with the desk used identical 
colour ranges to the plant pot to give a highlight 
to the wood. 



WINDOW 

This feature was the only object drawn in situ, on 
the screen. Its positioning was key to the design 
of the screen. And all it consists oi is a blue rect- 
angle surrounded by a wood -coloured frame. The 
actual Venetian blind is one thin filled rectangle 
cloned repeatedly and portioned to create a half- 
open effect. 

COMPUTER 

Although small, this is a key element in the con- 
stnjction of the drawing. You might want to draw it 
large, then shrink it down to size. But doing this 
will eat away at the definition in the final object, 
resulting in jagged lines and pixeiisation. Far bet- 
ter to work in miniature, using D Paints magnify 
option: The computer is, as you can see, a series 
of rectangles with rounded corners (just remove 
each comer pixel lor the effect). 

The display screen has a window open on rt P 
a pointer, and a shiny highlight to suggest 
curved glass 

To do this, place a small blob of white on the 
blue screen, then choose Smooth from the 
Effects menu, and blur around the blob s edges 
a little. Mouse and keyboards are your standard 
rectangles. 



As you draw the various elements, you should 
save them, either as full screens, or as brushes, 
because now's the time to bring all the vanous 
elements together. Your main drawing screen 
should contain the mid-brown background colour 
and a window, positioned to ihe right of centre. 
First thing to add is the plant. 

Either load in the brush, or switch to your 
spare screen, load in the picture of the plant, and 
clip it as a brush 

Position it in front of the window, and for 
emphasis you can select black as the foreground 
colour and outline the plant (keyboard o). The

benefit is lhat this will make the plant siand out, 
but the downside is that when painted on the light 
blue of the glass, this outline will look intrusive, so 
you will need to manually remove it where Ihe 
plant overlays the glass. 

Now place the other elements in roughly the 
areas shown in the illustrations, and you can 
add personal items to the desk - cups, disks or 
whatever.

To give a feeling tor depth to the scene, you 
need to add shadows; the main light source is 
the window, so shadows should follow the line of 
the light. 

For instance, the shadow on the computer is 
on the left, and angled down. To create a 
shadow, choose black as your foreground colour 
and from the EffectATranslucency settings menu, 
set a value of 60%; this will give a dark enough 
shadow without obliterating what's underneath. 

Now with the tilled polygon tool selected, 
draw out the shapes of the shadows, and they 
will be created by DPaintonce your polygon line 
is closed (to close a polygon quickly, just press 
the Space bar). 

The most effective shadows on the image, 
and ones which give it atmosphere and depth, 
are from the blind. 

Again, using the same translucency settings, 
and the polygon tool, draw out elongating 
shapes to represent light and shade bursting 
through the blind. The broad ends lo the shad- 
ows suggests the length of the wall they are 
Jailing on. 

FINAL fOUCH 

To finish the job, I wanted to give a part- 
coloured effect to the scene, which meant 
removing some of the colours already placed in 
a running paint effect-This is easily achieved by 
selecting Tint from the Process menu option and 
turning Process on (Alt/p). Select white from the 
palette, and using the freehand filled drawing 
tool you can define an area which will be turned 
to monochrome, suggesting it's still to be 
painted. 

The brush is added finally as a visual clue to 
the message we're getting across, and the text 
sums up the image. The brush's shadow was 
added using mid grey, with Translucency on, 
and its edges Smoothed. 

That's the end of this short series of hands- 
on tutorials, which I hope have been useful for 
learning more about the power of DP&iniAGA 
and, much more importantly, the range of skills 
which it unlocks in every artist, from beginner to 
professional. Finally, I hops you have enjoyed 
reading these tutorials as much as I have 
enjoyed doing them. ^

Rest assured that we'll be covering 
most of these areas over the coming months. 

If you were with us last month then you'll already 
know that we siartec the first part of a tutorial intro- 
ducing our brilliant coverdisk video titling program, 
Scala HVT. rt you missed either that issue or 
indeed ttie issue wrth Scala on its front cover, ihen 
back issues are still available. In the meantime, 
however, let s get stuck in with the second part of 
our Scaia tutorial. 

O Last month, you should have successfully man- 
aged to create a new page complete with your own 
video titles. When you clicked on Ihe 'Run' gadget 
on Sca/a's main menu, you should have seen your 
^_ titles appear on the 
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screen. The big prob- 
lem is, however, that 
the tHIes are not very 
exciting, They're 
about as visually slun- 
ning as little white dot 
which oomes on the 
TV last thing at night.

the cursor jumps to when the W key is pressed. You can 
change these tab settings very easily simply by clicking on 
the arrow you'd lie to dwnpe ( o yellow line should men 
appear) and then dragging me arrow to its new position. 

Below these arrows on Ihe left-hand side of the screen 
are eight gadgets arranged in a box pattern, each with a 
little arrow pointing outwards from the centre of the tax. 
The arrangement of gadgets gives you control over both 
the direction of a shadow (where it b cast) and the direc- 
tion of 3D exlmsion.

If all went wall, you should now be looking at a 
rather uninspiring title with a little yellow cursor sit- 
ting immediately at the end of the Sine, Let's make 
the title- a little bit more interesting by first increas- 
ing the point size of the title - click urn he gadget 
labelled 'Fontitontname nn' {'fontname' and 'nn' 
will vary between machine configurations').

font. If you're feeling a bit mare adventurous, why 
not turn on the : Outline ! and 'Shadow' effects? 
Now that we have some texl on the screen, let's 
take a look al a brand new aspect of Scala - lexl 
wipes. Text wipes are B very powerful aspect of 
Scala that allows you to change how a line of text 
should appear on the page when the page is first 
displayed. Previously all the teat that we were 
creating was simply fixed to the page so that 
when it appeared, the text appeared to be an 
integral part of the page. 
**With text wipes, however, we can breathe life 
into our Scala pages with wipes, scrolls, dis- 
solves and a whole wonderful host of other 
powerful effects 

Before we can apply a text wipe to a line ol 
text, however, we need to select the line we wish 
to use. As we've only got one line of text, dick on 
that with the left mouse button so that the cursor 
sits immediately over the title. To access the text 
wipes menu, cfck on the blank little square imme- 
diately above the 'Show' gadgei and a new 
requester should pop up onto the screen contain- 
ing lots of little boxes with strange patterns in 
them. Each of these boxes represents a text 
wipe. By default, Scala doesn't apply a text wipe 
to any new text that you enter and so the cur- 



iui<y uto-tod teat «npe should be the little blank 
box up in the top left-hand comer. 

This text *npe is actually a bit strange because 
it actually means "No text wipe .You're probably 
dying to kno* what each effect does but I Ihink I'll 
leave this for you to discover Alter all. the best 
way to get to gips ntlfr anything of friis nature is 
to expenrnent 

For the meantime, however, click on the box 
that contains a Wfle arrow that points upwards 
and then c*ck on the Show gadget As if by 
magic, the text wipes requester will disappear 
aiKt you oe ieft with a completely empty 
see en. Hang on a mmute, Where's our title? Wait 
for it.. 

It all went well your titles should have 
smoothly scrolled into view trom the bottom of the 
screen. Once you've previewed the effect, Scala 
should ther return you to the text wipes menu. 

Wry not fry praying around wrtti the other text 
wipe effects. s*mply dick on an eflecl that grabs 
your fancy and then select 'Show' and Scala will 
automaftcaily tag that effect to your line of titles. 

Once you've finished playing, click on the 'Ok' 
gadge: arc ;.c oe returned to the page editor. 
M you look at the blank gadget thai you clicked on 
earlier to get to the text wipes requester you 
should see that its gadget imagery has changed

Accessing these page wipes is very easy indeed. When viewing your presentation from the Smh main menu, 
you'll notice thai every pane has assoaolea with H o "Wipe' pod gel. Normally this gadget will contain a blank 
whrle square with (tie number J 5 r next to it but you can easily change ibis setting simply by ditking on the wipe 
gadget for the page ttiat you'd like to edit. Clicking on this gadget will bring up the page wipes requester which 
looks very similar to the text wipes requester with loads of little pottern gadgets arranged in rows and columns. 

Applying rj page effect lo vaui selected page is very simple indeed, Simply dkk on the effect that vou want 
and il should be highlighted, lust like the text wipes requests you can prev ew your wipe effect bv clicking on 
the Ihotf gadget, Remember that little %e r that appeared next to the blank box in the wipe gadget on tajAft 
main menu? Well, this figure denotes how fast the effect is lo be performed - a volue of five is average but you 
can easily speed up or slow rjown most of SraWs wipes by clicking on the left or right Arrows on the little gadget 
labelled SpEed".

ot only is the Workbench one of the mosl 
powerful multi-tasking environments 
available today, but it is also incredible 
easy to configure graphics, colours, pictures and 
Fonts to your own personal preferences. 

To give yourself a bit more room to manoeu- 
vre, switch on the background option from the 
first Workbench menu. This will remove the win- 
dow that Workbench normally opens on and so 
free up some space- for you, 

You might also want to use the Preferences 
program 'Overscan' to enlarge and centre the 
screen so thai even more space is available. 
Make r^e you suv«? the settings or they will 
revert back to their original settings when you 
next boot. You can save the Background option 
with the menu item Snapshot AH'. 

LEAVE ME OUT 

A powerful feature which can make finding pro 
grams on your hard drive a lot easier is the ability 
to 'leave out' icons on the Workbench. Find a 
program that you use a for say Deluxe Paint 
Now single click and select "Leave Out' from the 
Worktiench menu. The icon moves itself to the 
Workbench, and even when you reboot it will still 
be there. Now instead of hunting through 
umpteen drawers you can keep all your important 
programs on your Workbench, ready for action. 
To get rid of them, use 'Put Away' and they will 
return to whence they came in a puff of logic or 
such like. 

You can even leave different preferences out 
on the Workbench. For example, you can save a 
screen mode preference which uses a tow -res 
two-colour NTSC display (or when memory is 
tight, and then Jeave it out on the Workbench,

MULTIVIEW 

Muttivtew \s an amazing program which came as 
part of Workbench 3,0 Muttiview can do almost 
everything, from displaying text and pictures lo 
playing sound samples. 

The key to MultmeWs versatility is that it 
makes use of another Workbench 3.0 innovation 
- Datatypes- A datatype is a special 
file which contains information on how 
to process data. For example, a GIF 
datatype would contain all the infor- 
mation needed to display GIF files 
(compressed 255 colour image tor- 
mats common on the PC). 

Once (he datatype is installed, 
Muttiview will automatically make use 
of it. 

Running Muttiview is easy. Eithar 
fmd the icon in the Workbench Utilities 
drawer and double click it. Alternatively, 
use Amiga- E to bring up the short-cut 
execute a file* requester and type 
Muttiview ( return]. 

Youll be greeted with an exciting 
looking fife requester, so select the file 
you want to examine - a picture or 
some text for example. 

Muttiview should open a window to 
display whatever it is you want lo look 
at Once the window ts open, you can 
drag other picture icons into it and they 
will also be displayed. Try dragging a

You can drag tiles into the tile requester, but 
Muitiview won t road them - only alter its path 
names ready for loading. You can also make 
Muttiview the default tool for display images Try 
this: create and save a picture with Deluxe Paint 
Now quit DPaint. and find the icon for the picture. 
Highlight n, and selsct Information Irom rhe 
Workbench menu. Delete the part that mentions 
DPaint, and enter Muttiview instead. Now when 
you double-click on the picture \c.nn, the ^maga 
will pop up without having to load Deluxe Paint. 

When graphics are displayed you can ever 
use the Edit options to snip a piece of the image 
out. It will be stored in the Clipboard (that is, in 
Ram:Clipboards/) from where it can be loaded 
into another paint program. 

COMPRESSION 

It's one of the many rules in computing that you 
never have enough storage space. You Stan: with 
a single floppy, but you soon fill that up so you 
buy a 40Mb hard drive. That lasts about a week 
before 'Volume hdO: is full" messages appear and 
before you know it you've got several gigabytes 
of disk space and they are still all 99% full- So. it 
you don't want to chuck everything in the tras h - 
can, dafa compression is your answer. The 
choice varies from automatic compression sys^ 
terns or manual- intensive archiving systems. 
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PowerPacker m\\ compress aN your progrgrn* io tsvi space, 
11 & just as useful for hard drive owners as n is 1cr floppy loll; 

PowerPacker is a good automatic compres- 
sion program. PowerPacker w\\ process files, 
squash ihem down to roughly half the size, and 
then add a special de-crunching routine. If you 
squash Deluxe Paint tor example, PowerPacker 
will crunch it down from 406264 byles io 258604 
bytes, which is a saving of about 37%. The only 
disadvantage of the process is that before you 
can use a decompressed program ii has to be 
expanded back to its original size. This is han- 
dled automatically with PowerPacker - just click 
on the DPainl icon and it expands and rune 
while you watch, On an the time required 

to expand the program is negligible, 

Arc hi vers are slightly more complicated. LHA 
is a very popular archiving system and any file 
ending in .Ihg has been crunched by it. LHA 
lakes its time, but crunches DPaint down to 
232692 bytes which is a bigger saving than 
PowerPacker. Text files and simply IFF pictures 
crunch up spectacularly well, sometimes taking 
up 90% less space. 

LHA is only usable from the Shell, and 
requires a bit of thought. The command, "Iha a 
Paint D Paint' will create an LHA archive called 
Paint. Iha (the Iha is added automatically) and 
squeeze DPaini into it. The program is now no 
longer a program - it s a data file, and so you 
can't run it straightaway. You must unarchive it 
first. To do this enter the following: 'Iha x Paint" 
and the original Deluxe Paint will appear as if by 
magic. 

A program like LHA is ideal for storing data 
and programs which you don't use very often. 
It's also ideal for sending data via modem, as 
shorter files mean lower telephone bills. 

The compression program DMS is rather u 
unique program, which has lound great popular- 
ity amongst magazine coverrjisks and CD-ROM 
public domain software collections. Unlike LHA 
or PowerPacker, DMS concentrates on an entire 
floppy disk at a time, crunching all the different 
files and drawers into one huge file. Everything 
on the original disk is stored including any spe- 
cial bootblacks, which makes it the ideal way to 
distribute demos and other complicated pro- 
grams. As you might expect, it can only 
uncompress data by re-filling an entire floppy. 

Both PowerPacker DMS and LHA are avail- 
able from good Public Domain libraries. 
Remember lopay the shareware fees it you use 
them a lot.

FidoNet has many 
echoes 1 which are local, national or interna- 
tional conversations on any specific topic 
There are echoes on almost every topic 
under the sun - including the Amiga and 
Amiga magazines as well as other subjects. 
Anyone can join in to leave a comment or 
ask a related question. The Amiga echoes 
are where you'll tind CU AMIGA (surpris- 
ingly) in the Amiga-Mags echo. If you are 
on FidoNet, ask your boss to get Amiga- 
mags echo lor you and then feel free to 
send your comm«nt& directly to us via the 
echo. You never know, yuu mighi even get 
them published in the magazine. It's worth 
reading to catch up on aH the news and 
watch the staff from different magazines 
squabble amongst tnemselves about cover 
disk deals and pay rises. 

If you want to leave more personal or com- 
ments not-directly magazine related, you can send 
email directly lo CU AMIGA care ot John Kennedy 
whose Fidonet address is 2:443/13.4 on the Heart 
of Gold BBS (Data: 0247 274919), 

To get onto FidoNet you need four things: an 
Amiga (any version will do), a modem (2400 baud 
or better), a copy of Spot {an excellent message 
reader program from Nico Francois) and TrapDoor 
(the program that talks to your modem to transmit 
and receive mail). The programs are both 
Shareware and are widely available - ask your 
favourite PD Library for details. Then all you have 
lo do is call any BBS and ask where your local 
board is. From then on it's plain sailing... or as 
near to plain sailing as Comms can ever be. 

You can do without Spot and Trapdoor and use 
an ordinary Comms program (NGomm or Term) to 
access your local Board, bul you'll miss out on the 
money-saving off-line reader options.

asi month, we took our 
first shakey steps into 
i coding Witter objects (or, 
as Bfitz prefers to call them, 
'shapes ). Shapes are crucial 
in games programming a$ 
they are essential for ani- 
mated objects or objects that 
need lo be moved around the 
screen. So far, however, 
we've only looked at Blitz Basic's Biit' mode 
which, despile being fasl, isn't very practical for 
moving objects because it doesn't keeps track of 
where an object has been placed or clean up after 
itself when the object is moved 

The two other Witting modes on offer, QBlit and 
BBlit are far more useful for games programming 
as they allow you to keep track of your objects. In 
the case of BBlit mode. Blitz will even restore the 
background bitmap when tne shape is moved to a 
new position [QBlit mode will simply remove the 
object from its old position leaving a blank space), 
I had planned on covering both these blitter 
modes separately but they are so similar that a 
single combined explanation will suffice. 

DIY WITH B&Q 

BBlit and QBlit mode are very similar because 
they both rely on 'stacks 1 which act as temporary 
storage areas for shape information. Whenever a 
shape is blitted onto the screen using either OB1 1 
or BBIit P information on lhat shape is placed into 
the appropriate stack. When you want to move all 
the shapes that you've drawn onto the screen, all 




you have to do lo remove the old shape imagery 
from the screen is to pass the stack to the appro- 
priate command- 

Biitz doesn't actually call the stacks used by 
shapes 'stacks 1 . There's a very good reason for 
this - the stack used by QBlit mode is called a 
"Queue" and the stack used by BBIti mode is 
called a 'Buffer". Although these two types of stack 
perform essentially ihe same job, they hold 
entirely different types of data - a BBiri Buffer , for 
example, acts as a temporary storage area for 
the bitmap data which is obscured when the 
shape is blitted onto the screen (amongst other 
things). If all this sounds a bit too complicated, 
don't worry - Blitz thankfully handles all the hard 
work of managing these buffers and queues for 
you r so you can get on with the important job ot 
writing your game! 

Before you can even think about using either 
BBlit or QBlit mode, you need to start by setting 
up the appropriate stack - a "queue" for QBlit 
operations and a 'buffer' for BBlit mode. The com- 
mands to create queues and buffers are as 
follows. 

Queue NUMBER, MAX ITEMS 
Buffer NUMBER, MEMORY 
NUMBER- The "Number para merer defines the 
identification number of the particular queue or 
buffer that you are creating. You can use several 
queues within a game, which is very handy if your 
game uses a large number of objects as you can 
split the objects up into groups and then update 
each group during its own frame, 
MAXtTBMS The "Ma* Items' parameter is used 
by the 'Queue" command to deline how many 
shapes the queue will be able to accommodate. 
The size of thts parameter wil dtjptand entirely 
upon how many shapes your game uses. 
MEMORY - Whereas a Queue holds co-ordinates, 
a buffer holds bitmap data which uses quite a lot 
of memory, The 'Memory 1 parameter defines how 
much memory is set aside as a temporary storage 
area for the bitmap data used up by the shapes 
that you draw onto the screen. How much mem- 
ory you decide to allocate to the memory 
parameter is up to you, but a value of 16000 
(16k) seems to suffice for even the most demand- 
ing games. 

A BUT ON THE SIDI 

Once you've defined your queue or buffer, you 
can then blit a shape onto the screen using the 
appropriate blitting mode. Btitz Basic automatically 
manages the queue or buffer that the shape is 
placed into, so you don't have to worry about 
increasing any stack pointers or such the like. All 
you do is lo draw your shapes onto the screen 
and Btilz will automatically update the queut.* o r 
buffer The commands to draw shapes using 
these two blitting modes are as follows. 
QBlit QUEUEIMUM, SHAPE, X. Y 
BBlit BUFFEHNUM, SHAPE, X, Y 
QUEUENUM- The QueueNum' parameter is a 
value lhat denotes the identification number ol the 
queue that the position of the object is to be 
stored in. As discussed earlier, the queue must 
first be created using the Queue 1 command » 

BBIII and CiBIM m&dai are bath very useful tot games progrim 
ruing but each has Ha awn unique alrangtha and wMkn*t»*, 
QBlit mode, tor example, does not n*ttct« th# baehflfound 
bitmap whgn ft inapt It rtmovrt. 
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BUFFERNUM The 'BufferNum' parameter 
defines the identification number of the buffer that 
holds the background bitmap data when a shape 
is being drawn onto the screen 
SHAPE - The "Shape" parameter tells Blrti which 
shape from those currently loaded into memory will 
be drawn onto Ihe screen. Be careful with this 
parameter because Biitz will not warn you if you 
pass the number of a shape that hasn't been 
defined, instead you'll get is some wonderful wire- 
works fie your machine will crash) when your 
program is run I 

X/Y- The 'X' and 'Y' parameters define where on 
the screen the object is to be blitted . Just like 
AMOS, Biitz uses an object's 'handle' (the origm 
point of the shape) and so the same shape with dif- 
ferent handle settings will appear at different 
position* on the screen. 



BUTTERING BAILS 

Let's get stuck into a demonstration listing. The 
fisting to the right uses another new command 
that we haven't as yet covered - GetaShape. 
GetaShape is an alternative method of building a 
shapes bank in memory Instead of having to load 
all your shapes from disk, GetaShape will allow 
you to literally 'grab' your shapes from the current 
bitmap. If you find that the program runs a little 
jerkily, try turning oft runtime optimisation from 
the 'Options' requester. 

DOUBLE ENTENDRE 

Once youVe entered the above code, select 
'Compile/Run' from the Compiler pull down menu 
and after a few seconds you should see lots of 
lovely balJs bouncing around the screen. Very 
impressive Well, not quite, if you look very care- 
fully, you'll notice that most of the balls appear to 
flicker and some arenl even drawn at all. What's 
happening? I ll explain... 

If you're writing a complex game or demo, there 
are times when ev&n the fastest computers can t 
handle the task of updating a screen completely 
during a single frame (this produces the flicker) and 
so programmers use a very clever system caJled 
'Double Buffering' to ensure that screen redraw is 
kept silky smooth. Double Buffering works by "dou- 
bling up' a screen so lhat it is made up of two 
separate bitmaps. Whilst one bitmap rs being dis- 
played on your monitor or TV screen, the other 
bitmap is used tor all blitting operations, This hid- 
den bitmap rs called ihe 'logical' screen whilst the 
bitmap you can see on your TV or monitor is called 
the 'physical' screen, 

Once al your drawing operations are complete 
(all the shapes have been redrawn at their new 
screen positions, for example), the physical and 
logical screens are swopped over so that the logical 
screen is displayed on your monitor and the physi- 
cal screen is hidden from view. At this point, the old 
physical screen becomes the new logical screen 
and vice-versa* You then perform all your drawing 
operations into the new logical screen and the pro- 
cess continues. Although double buffering doubles 
the amount of memory that a screen wIPI eat up, the 
smoothness is worth the memory penalties. 

BUFFERS 

Unlike AMOS, Blitz Base doesn't have inbuilt dou- 
ble buffering commands, so it's down to the 
programmer to manually incorporate doubre buffer- 
ing. This isn't as hard as it sounds - all you need to 
do la to create Iwo identical bitmaps and then swop 
between them simply by passing a different bitmap 
number to the *Show r command each time the 
screen is completely redrawn. Give the heavily 
modified version fin box out) of our earlier demo a 
whirl and just see the results. ^

I mage processing can be a long drawn out 
I process on the Amiga. However, by using 
I Arexx you can save a lot of time and inconve- 
nience. For example, converting 20 IFF 640 x 256 
pixel H AM8 images to 256 colour 320 x 200 PICT 
files rnjay sound like a simple enough job if you have 
ADPro, bul there's actually qurte a bit of work 
involved, First of all, you have to load the image into 
ADPro and once it's in memory, it must then be 
scaled down in size from 640 * 256 pixels to 320 x 
200 using ADPro's 'Scale' operator. 

Once this is done, the number of colours needs 
to be reduced from HAMS {that's 262,144 colours) 
to jusl 256. Finally, you have to save the image off 



time being wasted. So how can Arexx solve this 
problem, read on... 



ADPro is possibly the most 'ARexxable' application 
available (ie it can be controlled indirectly by 
ARexx, allowing you 10 perform the same tasks 
without having to actually dick on gadgets or 
select menu options.)

to disk in PICT format, ft you count the number of 
operations required to process a single image, 
that's four operations - multiply this by 20 {don't 
forget there's 20 images to be processed!) and 
that's eighty operations in all - quite a bit of mouse 
clicking by anyone's standards! 

This wouldn't be so bad if you didn i have to 
wait for an image processing program tike ADPro 
to do its stulf as well. Scaling an image from 640 
by 256 pixels to 320 by 200 pixels takes a long 
time, even on an accelerated Amiga and so a task 
such as the one detailed above could take up to an 
hour to complete {if not longer!). Being the creative 
types that Amiga owners are. this really is valuable 



IMAGE FACTORY 

The easiest way to get to grips 
with any complicated subject is to 
try it for yourself so let's start by 
taking a took at the script that will 
handle the image processing job 
we discussed earlier - converting 
20 IFF 640 x 256 pixel HAM8 
images to 256 colour x 200 PICT 
files. Type the following listing in 
using any standard ASCII text 
editor [Cygnus Ed t for example) 
and Ihen save it off to disk as 
f1 adpro 1 in the *9? directory of 
your boot disk. Load up ADPro 
and ihen press the *F1 1 key to run 
it. If all went well r a file requester 
should pop up onto the screen 
from inside ADPro prompting you 
to select the image files you wish to process. The 
ADPro file requester supports 'multiple selection' 
— just hold down the 'SHIFT' key and click on 
every file lhat you wish to process.

The core of the above listing is standard AR&xx 
code but you'll notice a number of instructions 
that aren't in the main ARexx command set. 
These are ADPro- specific commands that call up 
ADPro 1 s built-in tu notions. It ADPro is not run- 
ning, these commands wiH not work. 

The first dDPro-specific commands used 
within the above script are LFomnal' and 
fc SFormat' which sei ihe load and save file for- 
mats thai ADPro will use when loading and 
saving images. 

The file formats themselves are passed as 
strings — "IFF" sePects the IFF Loader, "PICT" 
selects the PICT saver and so on.

- this is the equivalent to Clicking on ADPro' $

selected files have been processed 

This demonstration listing does illustrate how 
to write ADPro /ARexx scripts very well. The list- 
ing in the next column is a better example as it 
performs a very interesting* yet quite complicated 
image processing task - image embossing 

Type it in and save it off as 'F1 .adpro' and 
then press the 'F1 1 key from within ADPro to 
actually run it.

So how does rt work? Well, H's noi quite as com- 
plicated as it first seems.

The script then enters a simple loop that is 
performed once tor every filename selected. 
Each filename is extracted one at a time and the 
filename tor the save operation is produced by 
appending an ■.emboss' extension onto Ihe end 
of the file. The image is then loaded into memory 
using the ADPro 'Load' function. If all went well, 
the image should then be in memory wailing for 
further processing. 

The loaded image data is then converted to a 
negative image {producing an image a bit like a 
photographic negative) by calling the ADPro

Could 
you please tell me what possible use is the Low 
Level Format, because it damages my drive 1 
can't understand why It is there in the first place. 

Also, do I need more memory for certain pro- 
grams such as Wordsworth, because I can't print 
any documents which have pictures as well as 
text. I just get a not enough memory' message 
Do ! need a 4Mb or 8Mb expansion? 

Aiso. what is the difference between a 50MHz 
6Mb memory expansion board, and a 5GMHz 
8Mb FiKcelerator card. Do they both do what I 
want?

Yes, a Low Level Format would have perma- 
nently destroy&d your drive, and here's why. 
SCSI (Small Computer Systems Interface] 
was, until fairly recently, the standard used to 
interface hard drives to Amigas. However, 
with the ABOO and later, Commodore changed 
to IDE (Intelligent Drive Electronics) drives. 

IDE drives are generally cheaper, because 
they are primarily designed to work with PCs. 
As PCs are generally not very good, an IDE 
hard drive has a lot to do. In fact, it blatantly 
Ilea to the computer about how big it Is, where 
the data is stored and so on. Whilst, behind 
the scenes II looks after the data , and man- 
ages failures automatically. 

If you perform a tow Level Format, you 
si earn roller over all the tricks the IDE drive 
has been using and can destroy everything in 
seconds. 

However, Commodore have added an IDE 
interlace to the Amiga by fooling it into think- 
ing it has a SCSI drive attached, SCSI drives 
need to be Low Level Formatted before usc : 
as they are not as intelligent as IDE drives. 
Faster yes, but not as clever. 

As a result, the HD7ooIBvm program still 
offers the Low Level option. Never, never. 



ever use it on an IDE herd drive. Yes you need 
more memory when using Word worth (or any 
other program) With 256 colour Images, A hi- 
res 256 colour image can take up at least 
32DK of memory: quite a lot on an unex- 
pended A 1200. 

I think you are getting slightly confused 
about the expansion options. First of all, a 
simple memory expansion does not operate at 
a special speed. If you add memory to an 
A 1200, it operates at the same speed as the 
rest of the computer, which Is 14-and-a-bit 
MHz. Extra memory speed things up slightly 
as programs won t hog all the Chip. Graphics 
memory and so programs such as Wordworth 
will run at almost double speed. 

Some memory boards offer the option of a 
math co- processor. These work at different 
speeds (typically 14, 25, 40 and 50MHz) 
although there isn't a great deal of difference 
between them all. 

Maths co-processors are great If you use 
ray tracing programs a lot, otherwise they are 
not worth the trouble. 

On the other hand, an accelerator works by 
adding a new CPU (Central Processing Unit) 
to the Amiga, usually replacing the existing 
68020 with a much faster 68030. Again, the 
68030 comes in different speeds but this time 
all programs will benefit from the greater 
speed. To make full use of the 68030, extra 
memory should be added at the same tlme + 
You can double the speed of Hfordworfh again 
by adding an accelerator, 

GENERAL CONFUSION 

Recently I have upgraded from 
my A500+ to an A1200, and I 
also bought a Yamaha PSFM3C 
MIDI keyboard. I am definitely 
going to buy a MIDI interface, bul 
I am very confused as to which 
one to get, Could you please rec- 
ommend one, and also some good software 
under £50 Also, please tell me the difference 
between MIDI and General MIDI

All MIDI interfaces are more Of leas equal. 
They should offer opto- isolation to stop earth 
loops, one MIDI IN, a MIDI THRU and as many 
MIDI GUTs as possible I use an interface pro- 
duced by the Disc Company, which is in a 
heavy-duty case and has worked flawlessly 
for years. It came from Virgin, bundled with 
some software. Other interfaces are available 
with various samplers built-in, try HISoft (Eel; 
0525 71 a 131) tor the 3-bit or 16-blt options, 
As far as software goes i Music-X is now 
available very cheaply, although I couldn't 
possibly tell you where you can get it. It takes 
some getting used to, but Is extremely compe- 
tent OcteAffD is another brilliant program 





which offers MIDI support, which can also 
play samples. And guess what? we've given it 
away on our coverdisk this month. By far the 
best music software is Bars and Pipes (a 
sequencer and a notator in one), which unfor- 
tunately is outside your budget. Any birthdays 
coming up soon? 

MIDI is the hard ware/a oft ware standard for 
connection instruments* General MIDI was 
developed by Roland, and builds on this to 
provide a degree of standardisation. To con- 
form to General MIDI, an Instrument must 
have pre defined sound patches En agreed 
locations. For example, patch 1 must be piano 
and a drum patch must always start with a 
Bpss, It's an attempt to ensure that any tune 
created with any General MIDI instrument will 
work on all General MIDI instruments manu- 
factures. It stifles creativity, as all keyboards 
and modules now come stuffed with exactly 
the same standard pianos, strings and heli- 
copter sounds. But what do t know?

My course involves programming in Pascal, 
and being a loyal Amiga user I opted tor the 
A4Q0Q over a 486 PC Could you please answer 
some questions: What 486 brrdgeboards are 
available for the A4000? Cart RAM be added to 
the bridgeboard? What type of performance will 
the bridgeboard provide?

II now seems to be impossible to buy a new 
bridgeboard for the Amiga Unless some of 
the rumours concerning certain American 
companies are correct, there just won t be any 
way to get a new one ever again. You can 
keep a look out for secondhand ones, but I 
think you 11 be lucky. If you do get one, then 
yes, you can add memory and the perfor- 
mance la almost identical to a normal 436 
although you won't be able to take advantage 
of any local bue PC cards, because the Amiga 
doesn't have one. 

The good news la that you don t actually 
need a PC. Hi Soft Pascal is compatible with 
the standard Turbo Pascal and CrossDOS on 
your A 4000 will allow you so swop high den- 
sity disks with PC*. 

So relax and repeat after me: "I don t need 
a PC, and I certainly don't need backward 
compatibility with 1970s memory architecture 
and a paln-ln-the^butt GUL"

fm one issue ot your magazine and I

seem to like PCs. Why is this? 
The Amiga has excellent sound capabilities 
and some games have excellent sound tracks, 
but this is lost with the tiny tOwatt speakers I see 
advertised. I have my Amiga connected to a 
40watt hi-fi and it sounds crisp and clear The 
' bass thumps and it adds a hell of a lot to game- 
play and atmosphere.

Theoretically, yes a Super VGA monitor should 
work with an Amiga A1200 and a small cable 
adaptor, but In practice there are problems. 
Some SVGA monitors won't work at all, some 
will only work In Workbench mode and some 
will work fine. Unfortunately, the only way to be 
sure is to test It for yourself. The VGA-only mon- 
itor tool should be placed in your monitors 
drawer to help things, but remember to delete 
the file ENVARC:Sys.overscan.prets and reboot 
before editing your screen mode and overscan 
preference settings. 

Remember that an SVGA monitor only 
works at about the 30kHz rate, which means 
no non-double scanned modes will be dis- 
played. This covers Just about every game 
ever written, so be careful. You might be bet- 
ter off getting 0 multlscan monitor such as 
those produced by Microvitec or a proper' 
CBM monitor such as the 1942.

The VGA-only Isn't a monitor driver In its own 
rlqht - It merely 'fine tunes' an enisling driver 
in an attempt to gel the monitor to work with 
Ihe Amiga You should select a screen mode 
such as DblNTSC, DblPAL, Euro72 or 
Multlscan. Looking at the spec if i cat wn sheet 
of your monitor, I suggest you try Muitiscan 
mode with the VGA-only driver also present in 
1 he mon flora d rawer. 

I've lust come across a public domain pro- 
gram called UonEd version 2.14, which allows 
vou to hack the values In the monitor drivers 
at a very low level. I have successfully used 
this program to alter the driver tor my CBM 
1960 monitor, and as a result I can flna ly cen- 
tre my display. However, this program Is not 
for the faint hearted, and could potentially 
destroy a monitor. Use it with greet caution 
Previous versions of MofiEd didn't work with 
all Workbench 3.0 drivers. 




UNSETTLED 

I have an A600HD, and I also own 
Ihe brilliant Settlers, game. H works 
fine from the floppy disk, but when 
I try to put it onto (he hard disk 
using the install program a 
requester appears asking me to 
insert volume 'DH0:' in any drive. Why? Also, 
could you tell me il CDs are more reliable than 
(loppy disks- Floppies are such a pain sometimes. 
Anthony Allsopp, Tipton, West Midlands. 

The requester which appears is making the 
assumption that your hard drive s physical 
name Is 'DH0:'. Your drive isn't and the Instal- 
lation fails. Chances are your drive Is called 
something like HD0' Instead. You can check 
by entering ASSIGN [return) at the Shell. After 
a load of waffle look tor Devices' and your 
hard drive s name will be there, 

To solve your unsettling problem, you have 
two choices. The first option Is to change the 
name of the drive to 'DH0:' using the HDToolbox 
program. This method is a little extreme, and 
could conceivably cause any other programs 
which use the path 'HD0: 1 to fall. 

The second solution Is to make use of trie 
ASSIGN command again. Open a Shell and 
enter ASSIGN DH0: HD0: [return]. This will 
redirect any references to DH0: to the hard 
drive device HDD:, which should prevent the 
installation from falling. This command can be 
placed in the file s:user-startup to ensure it is 
executed each time you boot your Amiga. 

CDs are more reliable than floppy disks.

The only drawback Is that 
until someone brings out a floppy disk inter- 
face you will also need a CD-ROM with 
Workbench and suitable networking software, 
such as the CDPD3 disc from Almathera 
Limited (Tel: OB1-681 0040).

AI1 versions Of Deluxe Paint work on all Amigas. 
That said, you need an AGA-equipped Amiga 
(an A 1 200 or A4000) to take advantage of the 
25S and HAM8 colour modes- 

I suggest you get the best version you can 
afford as version III was a good lump over 11, 
and likewise IV tidied up a lew bugs and gen- 
erally behaves a bit better. If you P'«" on 
upgrading to a A1200 at some point, the AGA 
compatible version IV would be 9 good invest- 
ment. Remember that Electronic Arte offer 
□oarades at discounted prices, so there is no 
need to rush out for AGA-lV |ust yet. 

Personal Paint 4 might also be worth con- 
sidering If you don't mind the lack ot 
Animation and HAM screen modes.

I'm a regular CU AMIGA reader 
y and own an A 1 200. 1 have a few 
good demos, mainly of the rave 
and techno variety. Please help 
f I me! Can I use the Meglosound 
sampler and a Rocgen, Genlock 
with some video footage and put 
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them all on disk to maks a demo? Would I need 
lo buy a hard disk of 20Mb or more to install it 
all? rm really lost - do I need a MIDI to out my 
keyboard through my sampler? J need help! 
Steven Sharkey, Pentrith, Cumbria. 

You can |ust tell this is going! to be a long 
reply, can't you? First ot all, the demos you 
haw swn are the result of many hours of 
extremely clever programming. The sound- 
tracks are created with a tracker program 
such as MED. but the graphics are all written 
specially. Ft would lake you a very long time to 
learn to program the Amiga well enough to 
get graphics like youVe seen. 

The Megloeound can capture sounds to 
hard disk, certainly. However, this isn't really 
what you are after, Vou need to sample small 
snip pels of sound, a drum loop here p a lead 
synth line there, and put them together using 
MED, There are already mil li one of samples in 
the public domain, so you won't even need a 
sampler to get started. 

Creating good graphics is something else 
altogether. The Roc key and Genlock are both 
for live video work (that is, your finished 
video could only be recorded onto video tape, 
noi displayed on the computer screen), 

To capture video, you need s video digi- 
tiser. This will convert real images Into IFF 
pictures wMch you can then load into Deluxe 
Paint and play around with. You can then cre- 
ate ani mat Jons with them, and use one of the 
many public domain playback programs to 
put the A mm riles all altogether. 

Before you rush out and buy lots of high 
end video gear, I suggest you buy yourself a 
VideoMaster from HiSoft (te 1:0525 718 1818) 
reviewed in the March 94 Issue of CU AMIGA 
by some geek who couldn't keep his mouth 
shut whilst juggling. This wonderful device 
will capture video sequences and sounds, and 
then allow you to sequence them all. The fin- 
ished epic can then be stored on a floppy disk 
and sent to all your friends. 

Incidentally, a 20Mb hard drive is ludi- 
crously smalL It would be a complete waste of 
money, as you could fill It in an afternoon. If 
buying a drive, aim for 130Mb Or preferably 
20OMb - even 80Mb is far loo small,

1 ■ As the C D32 has a S-VHS output, you can 
use any genlock which supports this stan- 
dard. Unfortunately, you could only use the 
CD32 as an external source (like a camcorder) 
because in order to genlock properly, the 
Amiga needs lo use some of the extra lines on 





the 23- way RGB connector. So no, not really,, 
you can't. 

2. Judging from the length of time it seems Ihe 
makers of Opal vision to produce the add-on 
modules, I suspect that when the CD3 2-compati- 
ble system appears we'll all be old and grey and 
using A700tis. Next question. 

3. Don't know. A few peripheral manufactures

MULTIPLE MIDI 

I have several keyboards, syn- 
^ thesizers and a drum machine 
\& and I sequence them all with my 
Amiga. However, I've found that 
I'm running oul of MIDI channels, 
especially when I try to use all 
Ihe multi-timbral voices at the 
same time. Could I multitask several copies of the 
music program, and use a multiface card that 
provides several serial interfaces?

Theoretically yes, although you might find that 
timing starts to become a real problem. Vou 
could slave one sequencer off the other but 
you II be pushing the Amiga right to the limit. 

A much better solution Is to use the Triple 
Play Plus from Blue Ribbon [Meridian 
Distribution tel:0S1 543 3500 J. If you are run- 
ning Bars and Pipes Pro - and if you have a 
lot of MIDI kit you certainly should be - this 
cunning device provides three separately 
addressed MIDI outs, which means up to 43 
different MIDI channels. There are only three 
OUTs on the Triple Play black box, but you 
can then use the THRU connectors on your 
MIDI gear to pass on the signals,

Software support is 
good, as the authors of all major graphics ren- 
dering programs recognise that an FPU is a 
Good Thing and produce special FPU ver- 
sions.

In Tonys absence this month, I'm going \q have 
a look at a few special effects that you can apply 
to your OcteMED rhythm tracks lo add a bit of 
dancefloor devastation to otherwise dull beats. 



There are a number of things you can do to add a 
bit of life to your percussion, One of the best ways 
to beef up a drum sample is lo mix it with another 
sampie You've probably already experimented 
with this, mixing kick, snare and hi-hai samples, in 
order to fit your entire rhythm into one track. 
However, lo get a really kickin' sound, try mixing 
your percussion samples with sampfes of tuned 
instruments. For instance, mixing a realty deep 
analogue-type bass sound with a kick drum pro- 
duces a really heavy, squelchy dance floor sound. 
Similarly, try mixing snare and guitar sounds, for a 
unusual and funky effect. Try adding Laser-type 
pulse sounds to 808 style snares for a an authentic 
Sheffield clunk and Weep sound. 

The best way to mix instrument and percussion 
sounds is as follows. First, load the instrument 
sound into on© of the sample locations, and then 
select the sample editmg screen. 

Set the- selected Range to be the entire sample, 
and copy it to the work buffer. Second, go back to 
the instrument loading screen, and toad m the per- 
cussion sound you want to mix. Lastly, return to 
the sample editing screen, and click on Mix. With a 
bit of triai and error, youll come up with some 
really powerful sounds. A hint here is to try an 
instrument sample which is quieter than the per- 
cussion one. 



ECHOMANIA 

Another way to add a bit of life to a rhythm track 
made up of individual samples, is to echo the 
entire track. Select an echo distance of three, and 
apply it to your rhythm track. This is a quick way of 
funking up your percussion, and you'll find you can 
create a great track with only kick, snare, and open 
hi-hat when you use echo in this way. 

BRING OUT YOUR DEAD 

You've probably also got quite a collection of hack- 
neyed breakbeats, which are instantly 
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EchDS are great for tiUfcng qu! your drum tracks. The 1rack on ft* 
left is the original. Ihe track on the right Is the echoed version, 

recognisable, and therefore pretty much unus- 
able. OriK way round is to sample some 
more, but in theory at least, you always have to 
be careful of the- copyright laws when sampling 
other peoples material. 

You could always by a sample 'Compilation CD, 
but most of these are a lad expensive for the 
casual user On the other hand, it's quite possible 
to breathe new life into a dead breakbeat. 

One method, is to appty some sort of sound 
effect to the sample, preferably in stereo. Most sam- 
pling software nowadays has a range ol effects built 
in with which you can process your sample, but the 
majority of these produce fairly unsubtle results 
when applied to percussion samples. 

So whafs the alternative? A great technique, if 
you can spare the memory and two ol QctaMEDs 
tracks (a stereo pair is what we're looking for here) 
is to use OctaMED itself to produce a real -time 
phasing effect. 

To do this, load ihe same breakbeat sampfe 
into two different sample locations. For best 
results, pick a break beat that stretches over two 
bars (32 tines ol an OctaMED block). Play the first 
instance of the sample (at a reasonable ratal) on 
line 0 arid line 32 of a 64 line block, on say, track 
1. Do lht3 same thing on track 2, but this time with 
the second version of the sample. Now lor the 
clever bit. 

From the instrument control menu, fine tune the 
second version of the sample up or down 1 or 2 



points. Now when you play the block, you'll get a 
phasing effect, with the rhythms moving in and out 
of the stereo field - great tor trance techno type 
exlravaganzas. If you're feeling particularly adven- 
turous, try playing one of the samples an octave 
down from the other. 

If you can't spare the memory or two tracks tor 
the rhythm, ypu can get a similar effect in mono as 
follows, in the sample editing screen, Range select 
the whole sample, and copy it to the buffer. Then, 
pitch shift the sample a couple of points, and click 
on Mix. The effect is a lot less subtle than the 
stereo version, but can be just as effective in the 
right circumstances, 

ON A RAGGA TIP 

Another way to squeeze the last bit of Hie out of a 
dying rhythm sample, is to change the playing 
length and sample trigger positions from the nor- 
mal start of the bar. Thfs is a technique much 
favoured by breakbeat and jungle techno groups 
like SL2 and The Prodigy, and works best at fairly 
fast BP Ms. Play your breakbeat on lines 0 and 
32 r and adjust the tempo so that the rhythms trig- 
ger in time, with no glitches. Now trigger the 
sample on l he following lines. 0,6.16,26,32.42,48, 
and 54. When you piay this back f youll have a 
rhythm irack that sort of rolls around the beat - 
perfect for just adding a bassline and calling it 
your finished song! 

For a brutal stereo version of this, try playing 
the same sample or. a ditferen! track [on the 
opposite stereo channel] at the following lines: 
0,10,16,22,32,38,49, and 58. You might even like 
to go the whole hog and combine this with the 
stereo phasing effect 

That's just about ail from me, and normal ser- 
vice will resume next issue, with the return of 
Tony Horgan. 

Remember, you don't have to stick to what I , 
or anyone else suggests, if you want to play 
ambient techno at 230 BPM in 15/16 tempo, go 
right ahead. OctaMED is a wonderfully- expres- 
sive program, and allows whatever musical talent 
you might have lurking inside you to get out and 
terrorise the rest of the world!

CD32, The CD32 has a 6B020 rated at 14mhz and 
the Amiga custom graphics chips which create 
sprites, hardware scrolling with parallax scrolling, 
AH Chips share the same memory, creating a slaw- 
down which results in the system running at just 
over Imip performance. 

The CD32 also has a chip for speeding up 3D 
graphics plus a Z80A at 4mhz. It also has the cus- 
tom graphics hardware in trie Mega Drive section 
plus new graphics hardware in the Mega CD which 
creates Mode 7 type graphics like the Super 
Nintendo, but much faster (as seen in 
Thurrderhawk). These custom chips have their 
own allocated memory and so do not wait until 
other chips have finished. I'm not saying that the 
Mega CD is better than the CD32. In lact, neither 
impress me. But I do believe there are just as 
many reasons for buying a Mega CD as a CD32.
